TRUSTEES OF THE PUBLIC LIBRARY. 



The annual report of the Trustees of the Cambridge Public 
Library will this year be accompanied by (1) The usual report 
of the Librarian ; (2) a special report prepared by Miss Grace 
Reed, formerly one of our assistant librarians, on the collection 
of books in the Cambridge Memorial Room ; (8) a report of the 
remarks of Dr. Morrill Wyman, in presenting to this institution 
(June 12, 1898) his remarkable medical collection. The 
addition of these documents renders brevity desirable in the 
main report. 

The main operations of the library have proceeded as usual 
during the present year, but on a larger scale. The only new 
step of a marked character has been that of opening the library 
from 2 to 6 P. M. on Sundays, which began on the first Sunday 
in March. This step has proved acceptable to the public, as is 
shown by the following table of attendance for the four Sundays 
of March and the four of November, as recorded by Miss 
Hayward. It should be said that the especial thanks of the 
Trustees are due to the fidelity of this lady, who has been 
present nearly every Sunday, wishing personally to supervise 
the new arrangement, although it was the original purpose of 
the Trustees that the librarians and assistants should render 
this service on Sunday in turn.

The most important donation received by the Library during 
the year has been that of Eklward W. Hooper, Esq.^of Cambridge^ 
who had previously been a liberal subscriber to the Citizens' 
Subscription Fund. Being charged with the distribution of the 
large library of the late Prof. E. W. Gurney, the bulk of which 
went to public institutions and to private friends, he ofEered to 
the Cambridge Public Library the selection of five hundred 
volumes from the residue of the Gurney Library, with the 
alternative of receiving a dollar in money for every volume not 
selected. As a result, the Trustees of the Public Library chose 
one hundred and ten volumes and received $390 to be expended 
at their discretion. This is now being expended by degrees, 
mainly for books in the French language and sets of periodicals. 
By Mr. Hooper's request, all the books thus received (directly or 
indirectly) are credited to the heirs of Prof. E. W. Gurney, and 
there have been received, up to the present time, three hundred 
and seventy-three. This includes some thirty volumes received 
indirectly from the same source, through the Harvard College 
Library. 

There have also been received from the heirs of the late Rev. 
Andrew P. Peabody, D. D., nearly a hundred volumes selected 
from his library by our librarian. 

The arrangement and classification of Dr. Wyman's medical 
library — mentioned in last year's report as having been received 
— ^was effected during the summer; and a regular card cata- 
logue has now been begun. It is the desire of the Trustees to 
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make this collection asef al to students of medical science, not 
only in Cambridge but elsewhere, within proper limits and re- 
strictions, as it contains many works not easily accessible. 

Plans have been drawn and a contract concluded for the ad- 
dition to the Library building, for which the City GoTemment 
appropriated f 20,000 ; and work upon it will be commenced as 
early as practicable in the spring of 1894. 

The Trustees would call especial attention to the list of books 
by Cambridge authors in the ^^ Cambridge Memorial Room," 
and would gladly receive further aid in their efforts to make this 
collection complete. It should contain every important edition 
of every work by every author bom or resident in this city ; and 
if this be accompanied by autographs, phot(^raphs or manu- 
script notes, so much the better. It should be our aim so to 
extend the collection that no person can hereafter undertake to 
edit or describe any Cambridge author without coming to us 
for additional materials. The Trustees would also invite the 
temporary deposit of other bibliographical or biographical mate- 
rial of this kind, or of any articles or collections bearing on the 
history of Cambridge. 

The Trustees desire 16 place on record their appreciation of 
the continuous and faithful service of Mr. Andrew J. Ayers, 
who has been janitor of the library from the day of its removal 
to the present building up to the time of his death. He was in 
the highest degree faithful and trustworthy, and his long service 
in the U. S. Navy had given him an admirable standard of 
neatness and order. His place has not yet been filled. 

In conclusion, the Trustees would cordially thank the City 
Government for its generous support of the library ; and pledge 
themselves anew to administer it for the best good of all.

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To the Trustees of the Cambridge Public Library. 

Gentlemen : — The Librarian herewith submits her twen- 
tieth annual report. The prosperity of the library continues 
to afford cause for congratulation while the increase of its use 
calls for its constant growth in efficiency as well as in a wise 
selection of accessions. The plans for the new children's 
reading-room and administration rooms are well matured and 
the actual work of enlargement will begin as early in the 
spring as possible. The crowded state of the present reading- 
room at certain hours, will be prevented when the children are 
provided with a separate room. If it* should be thought wise 
to remove the juvenile literature from the stack and shelve it 
in this room, it will afford more room in the stack, which will 
soon be greatly needed, and will also relieve the delivery room 
from the presence of the children. 

Early in the year the question of opening the library on 
Sunday was considered and it was decided to open it from two 
o'clock to six. The attendance has been carefully noted and 
will be shown by the table included in the Trustees' Report. 
Those under fourteen years of age are classed as children, and 
their attendance has been large, making with the visitors, more 
than one-half the total number of readers. Visitors have been 
allowed to consult any book, and a case containing a selection 
of new and popular books has also been placed in the reading- 
room. The atteudance is increasing since the summer months. 
The Sunday opening began with the month of May and as our 
year closes with November, the statistics are for only seven 
months.

The school use of the library continues to draw largely on 
oar supply of good books for the young. During the coining 
year it would be wise to duplicate many of these, and if pos- 
sible obtain some general expression from the teachers as to 
what books they have found most helpffil. 

We seldom duplicate beyond five copies of any book, while 
the Worcester public library often has twenty-five copies of 
such books, as are most used in the schools. 

The enlargement of the courses of study in the public schools 
increases the demand on the library, and we cannot afford not 
to meet this with a generous supply of choice books on elemen- 
tary science and helps in teaching English and history. The 
librarian hopes by the new arrangement of rooms to be more 
accessible and so more helpful to both teachers and pupils. 
The educational use of the library is one of its strongest holds 
upon the affection and generosity of our citizens. ^' By the 
people and for the people " may well be our future motto. 

The rapid growth of the library since it was established in 
its ** house beautiful " has made it necessary to decide upon a 
public card catalogue of the whole library. This will probably 
be type-written, at least to about the present time. In future 
we may decide upon adopting the printed cards to be issued by 
the Library Bureau. In this labor-saving age there is a ten- 
dency among libraries towards co-operation, and catalogue work 
is beginning to feel the effect of this. Whatever will give the 
library force more leisure from this work will leave time for 
preparing special lists for the public. 

The circulation of books for the past year is shown by the 
following statistics : — 
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The largest issue for any day from the local delivery 
( May 6 ) was 280 ; the largest issue for any day from the 
school delivery ( May 11 ) was 180 ; the largest iaaae for any 
day from the Central Ubraiy { Feb. 11 ■) was 6o6. 

Since May a record has been kept of the books drawn from 
the stack for reference in the reading-room, the number has 
been 2215. Many of the teachers in our pubtio and private 
schools have drawn books directly from the library which 
accounts for the apparent decrease in the number sent to the 
schools. The teachers have taken from the library directly, 
778 books. During the year seventeen books have been lost, 
these being chiefly works of fiction. Every effort has been 
made to trace the borrowers who have moved and left no clue.

Not included in this list are sixteen volumes and five pamphlets relating^ 
especially to the City of Cambridge, with sixty-seven books, and two 
hundred and sixteen pamphlets relating to Harvard University, including 
many publications of the Museum of Comparative Zoology, copies of the 
Harvard University Bulletin and Catalogue, and Bibliographical Contri- 
butions edited by Justin Winsor. 

Of the seventy-nine volumes relating to Henry W. Longfellow in the 
Cambridge room, six are biographical works; three volumes of selec- 
tions from his writings; two travesties of " Hiawatha," and the remain- 
ing seventy are his own works. Of this number sixty-three are in 
English. Among these are the first edition of *• Hyperion," New York, 
1839; the first edition of "The Divine Tragedy," Boston, 1871; the 
second edition of " Evangeline," Boston, 1848; the second edition of 
«' Voices of the Night," Cambridge, 1840, the ninth edition of the same, 
1844; and one of the two editions of " Poets and Poetry of Europe," 
printed in 1845, (Philadelphia, 1845). There are also included six editions 
published in England; the earliest of these being " Prose Works,*' 
" Hyperion " and *' Kavanagh " and " Voices of the Night," the '* Sea- 
side and the Fireside," London, 1832. The latter under the title, '< The 
Seaside, the Fireside and Other Poems," was published the same year in 
Halifax. Also in Diirr's collection of standard American and British 
Authors, are two volumes of his works: Vol. I., " Poems," Leipzig, 1865, 
and Vol. II., "The Spanish Student," " Evangeline " and " The Golden 
Legend," Leipzig, 1867. The works in foreign languages include one in 
French, <*The Golden Legend," Paris, 1867, and six in German, 
'< Hiawatha," Siuttgart and Auesburg, 1857, and Beriin, 1857; ''Collected 
Poems " in two volumes, Leipzig, 1865 and 1867; and another collection, 
Hamburg and Leipzig, 1868; "Pandora" 1878, and " Evangeline " in 
English, with notes, introduction, and sketch of the life of Longfellow in 
German, Berlin, 1885. 

There are eighteenivolumes relating to Oliver Wendell Holmes; among 
these are his first collection of poems (anonymous), "The Harbinger," 
Boston, 1833; the first edition of his collected "Poems," Boston and New 
York, 1836; an English edition of the same poems with nine additional 
poems and a short memoir of the author, London, 1846; and " Elsie 
Venner " in Dfirr's collection of standard American and British authors^ 
Leipzig. 
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Among the thirty volumes relating to James Bussell Lowell are the 
first editions of " Conversations on Some of the Old Poets," Cambridge, 
1845; ''TheBiglow Papers," Cambridge, 1848; << A Fable for Critics," 
New York, 1848; " The Vision of Sir Launfal," Cambridge, 1848; and 
collected '' Poems " in two volnmes, Boston, 1849. There are also two 
English editions of ''The Biglow Papers," and one of ''Fireside Travels" 
(1864). There is also a portfolio containing cuttings from the newspaper, 
being Lowell Institute Lectures on English Poetry by James Bussell 
Lowell, reprinted in the Boston Daily Advertiser. There are twelve 
lectures, continuing from January 9, 1855, to Februaty 16, 1855. "Wor- 
cester's Dictionary," interleaved by James Bussell Lowell, with the 
names and date, James Bussell Lowell, Elmwood, November 24, 1847, 
and many manuscript notes by him. " The Celebration of the Hundredth 
Anniversary of the Birth of Bobert Burns by the Boston Bums Club, 
January 25, 1859," contains a speech by Balph Waldo Emerson, a poem 
by Oliver Wendell Holmes and one by James Bussell Lowell. 

There are four volumes of the works of Bev. Thomas Shepard, the 
first minister of Cambri<]ge. These are " Parable of the Ten Virgins 
Opened and Applied, being the Subject of divers Sermons by Thomas 
Shepard, late Worthy and Faithful Pastor of the Church of Christ at 
Cambridge, in New England," London, 1660. This is the first edition, 
there is another edition, " Beprinted and Carefully Corrected," 1695, no 
place of publication being given. Two copies of "Theses Sabbatic®, or 
The Doctrine of the Sabbath," London, 1655; both of these copies in- 
clude " Certain Cases resolved tending to the Bight Ordering of the 
Heart; " but only one copy contains "The First Principles of the Oracles 
of God," not included in any other copy of "The Doctrine of the 
Sabbath." 

A few books of special interest may be mentioned: "Young Folks' 
History of the United States," by Thomas WentworthHigginson, printed 
in raised letters for the blind by the Howe Memorial press, Perkins In- 
stitution, Massachusetts School for the Blind, Boston, 1881; two port- 
folios of Margaret Fuller Ossoli's letters and manuscripts deposited by 
Thomas Wentworth Higginson; " Letters given by the English Longfel- 
low Memorial committee to the Longfellow Memorial association of 
Cambridge," deposited by the Longfellow Memorial association. This 
book contains the autographs of distinguished Englishmen interested in 
obtaining the bust of Mr. Longfellow which was placed in Westmins- 
ter Abbey. 

There are also the following: " Cambridge Light Infantry Orderly 
Book," (Ms.) 1815, deposited in the Memorial room by Lucius B. Paige. 
Mr. Paige also presented to the Memorial library '* Military Papers of 
1761 and 1778." " Washington Home Guard in the Bebellion," (Ms.) 
Placed in care of the Cambridge Public Library by the secretary of the 
organization, Franklin Perrin, with a letter containing a short history of 
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the guard.* ^' Facsimile of accounts, G. Washington with the United 
States, commencing June, 1775, and ending June, 1783," containing en- 
tries in connection with his residence in Cambridge. A portfolio, con- 
taining photographs of Emerson; his ^^ Nature '* printed in the United 
States Magazine and Democratic Review, February, 1888, and a bibliog- 
raphy in manuscript of first editions of his works. '* A Platform of 
Church Discipline, agreed upon by the Elders and Messengers of the 
Churches assembled in the Synod at Cambridge in New England," bound 
with other publications. London, 1722.

DR. WTMAirS GIFT. 

On last Monday evening the Cambridge Public Library was presented 
with the medical library formerly belonging to Professor Tiedemann of 
Heidelberg, Germany, by Dr. Morrill Wyman, together with a great 
many books that the doctor has added to it. The library was much 
coveted by the Boston Medical Library, but Dr. Wyman preferred to 

•In connection with this, Mr. Franklin Ferrin writes to the librart^ as follows : 

CAMBBiDaE, September 10, 1808. 

My Dear MUs Bayward—Jn accordance with a suggestion which has been made to me, 
as secretary of the old military organization which was first known as the Washington 
Home Guard and then as the Twelfth Massachusetts Unattached, I would like to place 
In the care of the Cambridge Public Library the rosters of the above companies for safe 
keeping. 

In the early days of the great Bebellion about all the State militia had responded to 
President Lincoln's call for troops for the protection of Washington, hence the police 
were the only protection left in Cambridge, and therefore the Washington Home Guard 
was formed to aid the police in case of any serious disturbance. ' 

The guard was joined by many young men (who were intending to enter the army) to 
get the benefit of the evening drill before they enlisted, which accounts for their short 
stay in the company and for the great number of enlistments. It sent to the war, largely 
from its own ranks, Company A of the Forty-Seventh Regiment. 

At the time of the draft riots, the company guarded the State arsenal in Cambridge at 
the request of Governor Andrew. 

Early in May, 1864, Governor Andrew ordered the company to reorganise under the 
name of the " Twelfth Unattached," and to go into camp at Readville. 

While there, Dr. Beck who was a private, was rejected by the United States surgeon, 
on account of his age. Ko entreaties on the part of Dr. Beck or Captain Walcott would 
prevail with the sergeant to pass him. The company escorted Dr. Beck to the depot, 
where, in tears, he bade his comrades good-bye and took the train for Boston. 

From Readville the company was sent to garrison the fort of earthworks at Province- 
town. While engaged in this duty, Captain Walcott, at the request of the members, 
offered the company to the governor, for active service at the front and preparations 
were made for its departure ; but the parents of some of the collegians who were in the 
ranks prevailed upon the governor to retain the company at Provincetown. 

The Guard began to driU in January, 1862, and the Twelfth Unattached was disbanded 
August 15, 1864. A drill-room was erected for its use In the rear of Lyceum Hall. 
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have it remain in Cambridge, and the books will be placed in what is 
now the reading room. 

A large number of medical men attended the presentation. The 
exercises were of an interesting nature, Dr. Wyman's speech, which is 
here given in full, beiug of particular interest. President A. M. 
Barnes of the libraiy trustees accepted the gift on behalf of the library. 

Dr. Wyman spoke as follows: 

Gentlemen^ Trustees of the Cambridge Public Library — In 1857, Friedrich 
Tiedemann, of Heidelberg sent to this country the catalogue of his 
library which he offered for sale. Professor Tiedemann was for fifty 
years the eminent anatomist and physiologist in the University of Heidel- 
berg, the oldest in Germany. After ten lustra of service with distin- 
guished success and the publication of many original researches in 
anatomy and physiology his jubilum was celebrated March 10, 1854, in 
Frankfort-on-the-Main, when a medal was struck (you. have it in your 
cabinet) in his honor, bearing on the obverse the head of Tiedemann, 
and on the reverse for its central figure the starfish, in commemoration 
of his prize essay upon Echinoderma crowned by the Institute of France 
in 1812, with the legend, ^^Viro de avgenda naturae sdentioe per X lustra 
egregie merito to sodales (Fancf. A. M. D. X. Mart., MDCCCLIV)." 

He then resigned his professorship, and soon after lost his sight. His 
active work had come to an end, his library would no longer be to him 
what it had been, and it was offered for sale. A collection of works 
made by one so eminent in his department and the discriminative win- 
nowing it must have undergone gives it a character seldom found in any 
library. In the short preface to the catalogue, he says: "This library 
was collected with much care and at great cost and used in my studies 
for nearly fifty years. It contains 4,690 volumes uppn 2,867 different sub- 
jects besides 409 boxes in which there are more than 5,000 essays, dis- 
sertations and monographs and extracts or reports from journals." The 
value of these last may be inferred from the fact that many of the most 
important original researches are thus published and may never reach 
the text books. 

An examination of the catalogue showed that the library was by no 
means limited to human anatomy, it contained very many works on 
comparative anatomy and physiology but also pathological anatomy, 
ethnology, natural history, and a large number of the most valuable of 
the older works and some of the more recent on diseases. It was 
obvious that it would be an aid to me in the department I professed to 
teach as Adjunct Hersey professor of theory and practice of physic in 
our University, and still further it would be of great value to the Hersey 
professor of anatomy, Professor Jeffries Wyman, containing as it does 
so large a number of original works on comparative anatomy and phy- 
siology not then to be found in the libraries of the University. With 
these views as to the value of the library, confirmed by the gentlemen 
then filling the chair of the departments interested, and feeling how 
grateful it would be to Professor Tiedemann in parting to know that his

literary family was not to be scattered and lost to sight, with more of 

sentiment perhaps than was prudent at the time, the whole library was 

acquired and brought to Cambridge. 

It would be very difficult and unnecessary to give at this time a satis- 
factory analysis of the works now on these shelves, filling as they do 128 

printed pages of the catalogue. I will mention a few of the older 

authors and their works. 

Hippocrates, the ^* Father of Medicine." Littr^ edition is in nine volumes, 
the Greek text, with a French translation opposite; the best edition ever 
published, with copious notes and criticisms with an argument of each 
book. The English translation of the Sydenham society stands beside 
Littrd's. 

Eustachius, the anatomist who discovered the valve of the heart, whose 
name it bears. 

Yesalius, 1555, the discoverer of a valve in the heart. The most ac- 
complished anatomist of his time. A fine copy in folio with a life-like 
portrait in prof essional attitude, said to be, with the other illustrations, 
the work of Titian, but whether by him or not they are the work of a 
great artist, beautifully executed in wood. 

Fabricius, who discovered the valves of the veins in the extremities. 

Vidus Vidius, the vidian nerve and the vidian canal are his discoveries. 

BuvRch, the inventor of anatomical injections, with many illustrations 
of his skill. 

William Harvey, who, aided by the anatomical discoveries of Fabricius, 

Yesalius Tind some others, brought together the facts, ''intended his 

mind upon them," until he came to the inevitable inference of the 

circulation of the blood and published it to the world the year the 

Pilgrims sailed for America. 

Malpighi, who, with the use of lenses, demonstrated what EEarvey had 
correctly inferred but never saw, the blood coursing through the 
vessels' of the lungs and thus rendered possible a theory of respiration. 

Morgagni, his great work De sedilms et causis morhorum per anatomen 
indagatis. The Cruveilhier of his time. 

Cruveilhier, nearer our own times ; his great work in the two large folio 
volumes, Anatomie pathologiqv^e du corps humain avcc figu/res, with 
its vivid description of cases and treatment and pathology, with care- 
fully drawn and colored plates, a work possible only to one who has 
himself seen the beginning, the course and the end of the diseases he 
describes. 

John Hunter, the first of English surgeons, his life and works. 

Sir Astley Cooper's magnificent work on hernia. 

Francis Glisson, [1593], his treatise on the anatomy of the liver, which 
anatomists now consult with admiration. He also wrote a work on 
"Irritation," of which Yirchow in an oration lately delivered before 
the Royal society of London, says his own teachings in his Cellular 
Pathology on the same subject are but an elucidation. 
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I have thus glanced at a few of the works upon your shelves hut they 
may give you some idea of the value which I think should he placed 
upon the collection. 

If we wish f»r facts, and facts only, we may well consult the text 
hooks of which they are the record. But if we wish to know something 
of the wisdom of those who learned these facts, we must go to the 
autt^ors themselves. It is only with them that we can learn their 
methods, their reasonings, their laltor, their patience in discovering 
new truths, they are the prophets and teachers and we must learn at 
their feet. 

It is to he hoped that what we now have here will he soon supple* 
mented by publications containing the recent discoveries and the 
most valuable current medical literature. It is only in this way that we 
can keep fully up with the progress in medicine; so much of what is new 
comes now in our periodicals that these must not be wanting. I must 
say, however, I should he sorry that my medical adviser should treat 
me in accordance with articles in the last medical periodical. I should 
prefer that he would be a little slower and more confirmed as to facts 
for, as Dr. Holmes says, in his terse way, ^^ the difference between 
green and seasoned knowledge is very great and such practitioners 
never hold long enough to any of their knowledge to have it get 
seasoned." I know of no better advice than that of Sir Benjamin 
Brodie. It would be well it were written in letters of gold in your 
reading room with ne quid nimis for a conclusion. 

^^ Make yourselves masters of the old remedies. Learn how to handle 
them and what good they will do and, as a general rule, have recourse to 
them in the first instance. If the old remedies fail, and you are at a loss 
as to what you should do, then, and not till then, have recourse to the new 
ones. If you always begin with new remedies you throw away the 
valuable results, not only of your own experience, but the experience 
of those who have gone before yqu. You have to begin as it were, 
de novo and the first consequence of this will be that you will not cure 
your patients, and the second that you will have none to cure." 

Gentlemen qf the Board of Trustees — In placing this library under your 
care I can only say that it is my hope that it will be so administered as to 
promote the best interest of the medical profession and that its inter> 
course with the great minds here represented will inspire each member 
with a desire to devote himself to the work that shall best improve the 
health, relieve the diseases, and consequently increase the happiness 
of the community he is called to serve. 

Allow me to congratulate the Trustees on the skill displayed by your 
indefatigable librarian, who by planning the arrangement of the library 
has made it so remarkably easy of consultation. 



The following response to an invitation to Dr. Oliver Wendell Holmes 
to be present at the exercises was read : 
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Boston, June 9, 1893. 

My Bear Mr, Higginson: — ^I should enjoy being present on tlie 
occasion to which you invite me if I were not a little tired just now, 
and not in condition to find myself at public meetings. |)[ go to Beverly 
on Wednesday, and I shall be then trusting to get a little respite from 
my daily complications if possible. 

It is a great thing to have such a library as that of Tiedemann as a 
nucleus for a scientific collection. His wide investigations during his 
life of eighty years, through many branches of anatomy and physiology 
must have caused him to bring together a great number of works of 
which it would be hard to find duplicates outside of the great European 
libraries. It adds largely to the value of the collection that it is to be 
always associated with the name of Wyman, borne by its donor, the 
wise and beloved physician, by the great Cambridge naturalist, his 
brother, and by their honored father whose memory is dear to our whole 
community

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BEPOBT OF THE TEUSTEES OF THE PUBLIC 

LIBEARY. 



The last year in the history of the Cambridge Public Library 
will be forever associated with the sudden death of our highly 
valued and beloved librarian, Miss Almira L. Hayward. On 
the morning of the 11th of October, while busy in the rearrange- 
ment of the books in the reference library, a work consequent 
on the enlargement of the building, she stepped inadvertently 
through the opening of the ventilator, which had been left for 
a short time uncovered, in order that the iron- work might be 
cleaned. Miss Hayward was well aware that it was open, but 
apparently forgot it in the absorption of her task. Falling 
upon the asphalt pavement of the basement, she must have 
struck upon the back of her head, and she never recovered 
consciousness. Two physicians were immediately sent for, and 
reported the skull fractured, a judgment confirmed by the 
medical examiner, Dr. Swan, who arrived not long after. Two 
of the Trustees also came almost immediately, and they, with the 
assistant librarians, took all the care and supervision that was 
possible under the circumstances. On investigation, it did not 
appear that any one was to blame for the accident, as the ven- 
tilator had been opened by Miss Hayward's direction, and 
would have been sooner closed had not she, in her eagerness 
to finish her work, found constantly other employment for the 
janitor, who was about to close it. When she fell it was with 
a volume of the Atlantic Monthly under her arm, and the 
book lay beside her at her death. The following minute was 
entered by the Trustees on their records, to express their respect 
and gratitude for their late librarian : — 

" The Trustees of the Cambridge Public Library desire to 
place on record their sense of the great loss sustained by the 
library and the city in the sudden death of Miss A. L. Hay- 
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ward, the librarian in chief. She was in many respects a 
remarkable woman. Her conscientious self-devotion was with- 
out limit, and long experience had developed in her some 
of the very highest qualities of a librarian : knowledge of 
books, industry, organizing power, and a ready sympathy with 
all students. More remarkable than these traits, perhaps, was 
the promptness with which Hhe adapted herself to the great 
enlargement of the library, and that transformation of its 
methods which /uscompanied its removal to a new building. 
Instead of being at the head of a small and practically local 
library, she found herself placed in charge of a large central 
institution, extending its local deliveries into all parts of the 
city, and opening constantly new paths of usefulness. Some 
of these new methods did not at first approve themselves to her 
judgment, yet she showed the lui'e quality of adopting, when 
necessary, the plans of others as if they were her own, so that 
no one would have suspected that they were not. In other 
cases she held firmly to her own views, and finally brought the 
Trustees round to her opinion. The plan of an addition to the 
building, with special reference to the needs of the children, 
was largely hers ; she was spared to see its completion, and 
met her death while placing the new rooms in order. She died 
literally in harness, as she always wished to die ; and her name 
will be forever associated with the most important formative 
period of her beloved institution." 

The news of Miss Hayward^s death spread rapidly through 
the city ; and it was generally recognized that no woman in 
Cambridge would have been so much missed or so widely 
mourned. At her funeral, in the Shepard Memorial Church, 
on the following Sunday, her pall-bearers were among the 
leading officials of the city : the Mayor, the Superintendent of 
Schools, two of the Library Trustees, the President of the 
Young Men's Christian Association, and other well-known 
citizens ; and this was only the outward recognition of a great 
loss and a widely spread grief. 

After Miss Hayward's death the care of the library devolved 
upon Miss Etta L. Russell, who proved herself, as might have 
been expected, altogether competent for it. She assumed the 
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duty at a peculiarly hard time, as the new childi'en's room was 
just ready for occupation, and the initiation of this change, 
together with the preparation of the Annual Report and 
Statistics, devolved entirely upon her. So well did she manage 
it that the new arrangement has worked from the beginning 
without the slightest friction, — the children taking possession 
of their room as if it had always been theirs, entering at their 
own door, and at once increasing very greatly the convenience 
and comfort of older visitors, who were, before this, in danger 
of being crowded out, and whose number is increased since the 
chauge. The new room accommodates fifty readers, and is 
always full in the latter part of the afternoon and on Saturday 
morning. The plan was originally suggested by a similar room 
at the Brookline Public Library ; but ours is better arranged, 
as it forms a part of the same suite with the reference library 
and offices. 

One of the most important among the statistical items of 
the Librarian's Report is the fact that the number of volumes 
called for in the reference library, and brought from the stack- 
room for use, has been no less than 5,768 during the year, or 
more properly during nine months, as the reference library was 
closed from July 28 to October 21. This makes an average 
of more than twenty a day, winter and summer ; and when we 
consider that these books were mainly asked for by adults, and 
that the number does not include the 2,000 books in the refer- 
ence library itself, the fact is most encouraging as to the 
serious and constant use now made of the library by mature 
persons. It is to be regretted that the structure of the build- 
ing does not permit us to go very much farther in the direc- 
tion of freer access to the shelves, — which is the modem 
tendency in libraries, — the space for readers In the stackroom 
itself being so very limited. It has been suggested that the 
main works on American history — the department most con- 
sulted — should be brought together in the room not yet 
appropriated, over the children's room, and that all students of 
that department should have free access there. This will be 
virtually an enlargement of the reference library, implying few, 
if any, additional restrictions. 
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The school and local deliveries have continued their suc- 
cessful career, the North Cambridge delivery being especially 
notable for the large number of books drawn, this being largely 
due to the activity and interest of our agent in that locality, 
Mr. Hunnewell. The number of books issued to the schools 
varies largely according to the school, the Allston and Wei- 1 

lington leading conspicuously. During the past year pains 
have been taken to distribute more widely the lists of new 
books ; and it is hoped that we may be able, at some future 
time, to issue a small monthly bulletin containing some explan- 
atory notices in regard to the more important books. 

The Trustees have elected as librarian Mr. W. L. R. Gifford, 
of the New Bedford Public Library. It may be proper to 
mention that Miss Russell declined to be a candidate for pro- 
motion to the vacancy. Mr. Gifford has formerly resided in 
Cambridge, having been a Harvard graduate of 1884. He is 
thoroughly versed in the management of a public library larger 
than ours, and brings with him the highest of recommendations, 
the expressed unwillingness of his former employers to part 
with him. It was originally intended that he should begin 
his duties on the first of January ; but in deference to the wish 
of the New Bedford Trustees, three of whom came to Cam- 
bridge for the purpose, it has been decided to delay his 
transfer until a month or more later. The strong desire of 
these Trustees to retain his services affords the best proof of 
his value. 

One of the most interesting gifts received by the Library 
during the year past has been that of a manuscript by our late 
distinguished townsman, the Hon. James Russell Lowell, pre- 
sented by his daughter, Mrs. Burnett. Af about the same 
time, the Trustees purchased another manuscript by another 
eminent Cambridge resident, the Hon. Edward Everett, — this 
being the address prepared by him in addressing the Massachu- 
setts Horticultural Society, during the brief interval between 
his returning, in 1845, from five years of diplomatic service in 
Europe, and his assuming the presidency of Harvard Univer- 
sity. Such documents carry us nearer to their authors than 
anything else now can: they show their handwriting, their 
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corrections, and their modes of literary preparation, and it is 
highly desirable that we should gather as many of them as 
possible for the Cambridge Room.

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To the Trustees of the Cambridge Pvhlic Library : — 

Geihilemen: — The report of the Library for the year end- 
ing November, 1894, is herewith submitted. The past year 
has been largely one of preparation, and the foundations have 
been laid, we trust, for a larger work in the future. The hope 
of previous years has become a reality, and it is gratifying to 
record the completion of the new wing, which provides an 
attractive reading-room for children, with an adjoining cata- 
logue room and librarian's office. On the second floor, besides 
the trustees room, there is a large, well-lighted room which will 
serve for the historical department of the reference library, and 
for students desiring a quieter place for study. 

In order that the new part might be connected with the old, 
it was necessary to close the library from July 28 to Sep- 
tember 4. The reading-room it was not possible to open 
until October 21. During the period of closing, a thorough 
examination of the reference library and stackroom was made, 
the report of which has been submitted to the Committee on 
Care and Circulation of Books. Sixteen of the books missing 
at that time have since been accounted for in various ways, and 
the amended report accompanies this. 

The usefulness of the library is beyond question, and its 
prosperity is manifest in all the departments. 

In the purchase of books special consideration is given to the 
needs of the schools, as well as to the more general needs of 
the public, and the most popular books are duplicated, that the 
Locals may be well supplied. 

The alterations in the delivery-room have g^ven better ac- 
commodation to the public as well as to the desk attendants. 
On the re-opening of the library the registration was trans- 
ferred to the delivery desk, and a new system adopted, which 
is simpler and more reliable. This combination is a marked 
advantage, although it adds materially to the work of the 
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attendant. The Sunday attendance, both of adults and chil- 
dren, has been good. 

No more precious legacy could have been left by our beloved 
librarian than this library, equipped as it is for broad and use- 
ful work. To those daily associated with her, the memory of 
her faithful, conscientious spirit, and her readiness in serving 
others, will ever be an incentive and inspiration. By her 
thoughtful consideration, her unvarying kindness and sympathy, 
her rare justice, she endeared herself to all, and won the deep- 
est love and respect. She gave much thought and attention to 
the training and education of the young, and the Children's 
Reading-Room, just completed, was largely her own plan. The 
room presents possibly our greatest field for work, and no pains 
have been spared to make it pleasant and attractive. Books, 
both instructive and entertaining, have been placed on the 
shelves, and it is hoped the little ones may be guided into an 
intelligent use of them. November 17, the room was opened to 
the expectant children, and if numbers may be considered an 
indication of success, in this instance the expectations of all 
have been realized. 

In spite of our prosperity there is still much to be desired. 
The most serious problem confronting us is the question of re- 
shelving and re-numbering our books under an improved classi- 
fication. When we came to this building in 1889, the change 
would then have been made, but for the fact that we had just 
issued, at considerable expense, a printed catalogue. What 
was then deemed an advantage has since been regarded as a 
hindrance, so far as improved shelving is concerned. As the 
printed catalogue has given us some years of good service, we 
may be justified in abandoning it. The need of a complete 
card-catalogue has long been recognized, and for a few months 
the necessary revision, preparatory to typewriting the cards, 
was carried on. For lack of funds the work was suspended. 

Attention is also called to the desirability of having the pam- 
phlets classified, the public documents rearranged and made 
accessible, and lists of our duplicate books prepared. The 
printed cards of the Library Bureau have been in use one year 
for newly published books, and have given much satisfaction. 
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It is hoped that OUT subscription for these cards may be con- 
tinned.

REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES OF THE PUBLIC 

LIBRARY. 



The annual report of the librarian, which is submitted as a 
part of this report, states that the number of volumes now in 
the library is 49,448, of which 2,678 have been added during 
the year. The other statistics show an increase in the circula- 
tion in all departments, but they cannot be compared in detail 
with those of last year, for the library was entirely closed from 
July 28 to September 4, 1894, and the reading-room was 
not re-opened until October 21. 

No very noteworthy additions have been made to the books 
during the past year, the money available for that purpose 
after the purchase of new publications having been used in 
filling gaps which were found in sets of important periodicals 
and in some lines of special study. 1,399 volumes were 
bought to replace books worn out in use ; this is a large item 
of expense to which the Cambridge Library is specially liable 
on account of the injury caused by the frequent packing in 
baskets for delivery at the schools and local stations ; as the 
books are now more carefully bound, they will probably wear 
longer. 

From the library of the late Prof. Henry Warren Torrey, 86 
volumes were given by his heirs and 219 volumes were pur- 
chased. The librarian selected 177 volumes from the medical 
library of Dr. Charles E. Vaughan, which were also a gift. 
32 volumes were given by Francis Apthoip Foster, 55 by the 
heirs of the late Henry Wadsworth Longfellow, and 84 German 
books by Adolph Vogl. 

Mr. Gifford began his duties as librarian March 1, and 
his great efGciency in all lines of library work at once made it- 
self felt. One of his first suggestions was that the re-classifica^ 
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tion of the books should l>egin immediately, and that the 
*' decimal system" should be used for that purpose. At first 
the books had been arranged with fixed shelf-numbers, and new 
books were simply additions with only a very slight attempt at 
classification by subjects. That a change was desirable had 
been apparent for some time, but it was prevented by the 
existence of the printed catalogues, which had been widely dis- 
tributed. After the trustees had decided that all the books 
should be included in the card catalogue, which should gradually 
supersede the printed ones, it became possible to classify and 
re-number the books previously acquired. This is now being 
done — slowly, of course, owing to the pressure of new work 
which cannot be deferred. It is believed, however, that the 
advantages of a classification by subjects will far outweigh any 
present inconvenience. 

Cataloguing the new books 'and those which have been re- 
numbered has increased the number of cards in the public card 
catalogue so much that additional acconunodation was required ; 
instead of the drawers a case will be used containing sixty 
small, light trays, which can be taken out and consulted at a 
table ; thus one person cannot obstruct several drawers, while 
at the same time much less space is occupied. 

In order still further to increase the facilities for using the 
library, the trustees have authorized the publication of a 
monthly bulletin of recent accessions and re-classified books, 
which will also contain brief explanatory notices. This is in- 
tended for free distribution and will be very useful in connec- 
tion with the local and school deliveries ; the first number will 
be issued in January. 

The list of current periodicals and newspapers has been en- 
larged by the addition of several foreign journals. It is hoped 
that before long a special room may be devoted to bound pews- 
papers and public documents, where they can be consulted 
more conveniently. A room on the second floor has been set 
apart for American history ; a number of books on that sub- 
ject have been placed there, and others will be transferred from 
the stack as fast as they can be catalogued. The children's 
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reading-room has proved very successful and is crowded at 
certain hours of the day ; the loss of books noticed at first has 
gradually diminished. 

The local delivery station at Cambridgeport, which had al- 
ways been at Thomdike's drug store, was transferred on 
December 1 to the Prospect Union. The librarian has selected 
100 volumes which have been scat to the Prospect Union for 
circulation ; the Union is responsible for the books, and they 
will be changed from time to time. It is hoped that this may 
be the beginning of a branch library which will largely extend 
the circulation. A petition for another local delivery station, 
at the corner of Concord and Huron avenues, has been pre- 
sented to the trustees, and the station will be opened pro- 
visionally January 1 . 

A form of pass-book for teachers' use, instead of ten special 
cards, has been adopted and is succeeding very well. The 
teachers of all the grammar grades now have the privilege of 
taking out ten books each for school use, and the trustees hope 
that all will take advantage of it. At present only about three 
quarters of the teachers have done so. The statistics of the 
school delivery also show that some of the largest schools use 
the library least. Complaints are sometimes made that the 
books asked for cannot be obtained ; if several teachers of a 
grade are considering the same topic at the same time, as fre- 
quently happens, they will all want the same books for their 
classes. Such a demand cannot be supplied unless a large 
number of extra copies are purchased, and this the trustees 
have not thought it best to do beyond a limited extent. The 
Morse and Webster schools have libraries of their own, and it 
is woith considering whether it would not be better for each 
large school to have a collection of such books as are needed 
every year, especially history, biogi^aphy, and travels, than for 
the public library to buy enough additional copies and also 
to bear the expense of transportation and proper care. 

Since the completion of the extension, which permitted the 
cataloguing and other administrative work to be located else- 
where, the Cambridge room has been restored to its original 
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purpose, the objects of artistic and historical interest have 
been better arranged for inspection, and one especially inter- 
esting relic has been added, — a flag of the 38th regiment, 
M. V. M., presented to the library by that regiment. 

In April last, Miss Ellen F. Lowell, after more than twenty 
years of faithful and efficient service, resigned on account of 
ill health ; she had charge of the local and school deliveries 
from the beginning, and her knowledge of books, and good 
judgment in selecting them, were very useful in that work. 
Miss Charlotte E. Stewart, who had been Miss Lowell's substi- 
tute during her leave of absence, was appointed her successor. 
Miss Jeannette I. Hallett was at the same time added to the 
regular library staff. The thanks of the trustees are due to 
Mr. P. G. Porter for frequent services as notary public.

Gentlemen : — I herewith present my report on the work of 
the library, for the year ending in November, 1895 : 

Books. 

The growth of the library during the past year has been sat- 
isfactory. The net increase has been more than two thousand 
volumes, and several departments have been materially strength- 
ened. Our resources, however, do not permit the rapidity of 
growth which the constantly extending use made of the library 
requires, and as a result we arc compelled to postpone many 
requested purchases which would be of immediate and perma- 
nent benefit. 

I strongly recommend that additions be made each yeai* 
to our sets of bound periodicals. Our list is a creditable one, 
but it is still far from meeting all the demands made upon it. 
We have recently filled the gaps in several broken sets, and a 
few entire sets which are frecjuently called for I hope we may 
add during the coming year. 

The number of worn-out volumes, always large, is perhai)s 
somewhat greater than usual on account of the final rejection of 
some books no longer in print. These were of little value, 
and the sole reason for attempting to supply them was because 
they appeared in the printed catalogue. The wear and tear on 
our books resulting from the constant packing and unpacking 
incident to the school and local delivery sei'vice contributes in 
no small degree to the growth of the list of worn-out books. I 
would suggest that in estimating the financial needs of the 
library for the ensuing year special attention be given to the 
outlay for replacement and duplication, as the annual sum now

spent for books by no means indicates a corresponding increase 
in the scope of the library. 

The amount spent on binding has increased considerably dur- 
ing the last six months. A great deal of the work had pre- 
viously been done at very low cost, and the results were decid- 
edly unsatisfactory both in appearance and in durability. A 
better quality of work is more economical in the end, especially 
in the case of those books receiving the hardest wear. 

Classificatldn and Card Catalogue. 

When I began my duties as librarian, in March last, it was de- 
cided by the book conmiittee that a classification of the library, 
involving a new system of numbering, should be started. In 
accordance with this plan all books added since that time have 
been classified by the decimal system, and those previously ac- 
quired are being gradually recatalogued. Every book numbered 
by the new system may be found in the card catalogue, which will 
thus comprise the entire library when the classification is com- 
pleted. The work is progressing steadily, though necessarily 
somewhat slowly, since every book of which the number is 
changed has to be entirely recatalogued, and the new purchases 
must always receive first attention. 

Under the present system, the work of cataloguing is being 
done more in detail than at any time heretofore. The 
catalogue drawers had little surplus room for the resulting 
rapid increase in the number of cards, and consequently by a 
recent vote of the trustees a case of trays similar to those in use 
at the Bbston Athenroum and at the Boston public library will 
soon replace the drawers. By means of these trays the space 
occupied by the catalogue will be greatly economized. 

American History Room. 

The consolidation in one room of the books on American 
history (particularly New England local history) and genealogy 
will be of great service to the many people who have occasion 
to make use of these departments, and the saving of time both 
to the public and to the library staff will be very considerable. 
The demand for genealogical books has been greatly stimulated 
by the establishment of societies composed of descendants of 
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soldiers of the American revolution or of the colonial wars ; 
but although we have made some valuable additions during 
the past year our genealogical library is still small. The pro- 
cess of recataloguing the books destined for this room has 
not proceeded so rapidly as I hoped, on account of other 
work that admitted of no postponement, but steady progress 
has nevertheless been made. 

Children's Room. 

The children's reading-room is used as much as could l)e 
desired, and a far larger one would often fail to provide suffi- 
cient accommodations. The establishment of this room has con- 
tributed greatly to the comfort of the frequenters of the main 
reading-room, as well as to the benefit of the cliildren themselves. 
The many visitors to the library, e8i)ecially those who are planning 
new library buildings, have been deeply interested in the pro- 
vision made for children and have given it liigh praise. Many of 
the children ai'e as yet unable to read, and for the amusement 
of such we have provided scrap-books of pictures. The plates 
from some of our worn-out books are utilized for this pui'pose. 
The usage which all the books in this room receive is of course 
severe, and some have been stolen. But the loss may well be 
regarded as trifling in comparison with the good results which 
may fairly be expected as time goes on, from the welcome which 
the library extends to children. The public library must meet 
many people in the community far more than half-way if they 
are to be induced to make use of the advantages it holds out, 
and it is best to begin in the formative period of cliildliood. 

Reading-Room. 

From the reading-room there have been withdrawn some of 
the reference books which were seldom or never consulted, and 
a few others will later on be transferred to the genealogical 
library. New books are taking the places of these, however ; 
and from time to time similar changes will be made in order 
that the reference shelves may be utilized to the best advantage. 

By the alteration made last spring in the electric light fix- 
tures, the reading-room is lighted in a much more satisfactory 
manner, without the use of additional lamps. 
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Periodicals. 

The list of periodicals has been increased during the past 
year by the addition of the Elustrated London News, Punch, 
Nature, the English Illustrated Magazine, the Queen, and 
several others. A few additional subscriptions have already 
been made for 1896. The demand for periodical literature is 
practically without limit, and our list should be enlarged from 
time to time whenever our funds permit, particularly as the 
total number is still by no means large. The boxes in the 
reading-room for the cun'ent magazines are already insufficient 
in number. As a temporary remedy I reconmicnd that they be 
divided by partitions and re-lettered. The spaces are sufficiently 
large to admit of this, and the capacity will thus be nearly or 
quite doubled. A new list of all periodicals regularly received 
should be printed as early in 1896 as may be practicable. 

Turning to the newspapers, the New York Semi-weekly 
Tribune has been dropped, and three New York dailies have 
been added, — the Tribune, Herald, and Evening Post. Since 
the beginning of the present college year, the Harvard Crimson 
has been regularly received. In response to several requests, 
the weekly edition of the London Times will be found on file 
beginning in January next. When the new shelves in the base- 
ment are completed, the bound newspapers will be more acces- 
sible than l)efore, for it will then be possible to take persons 
desiring to consult the files at length directly to the room where 

they are kept. 

Cambridge Room. 

In the Cambridge room, the books in the memorial library 
and the articles of antiquarian interest have been partially re- 
arranged, and the latter are to Ix^ labelled for the convenience 
of visitors. Some pictures not in keeping with the character of 
the room have been removed. By adhering as closely as pos- 
sible to the purpose for which this room was established, it is 
to be hoped that the people of Cambridge may come more and 
more to look upon it as the natural depositorj'^ for books, 
manuscripts, and other objects of local historical interest. 

A large glass case has been placed in the Cambridge room 
within a few months to contain the old regimental flag presented 
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to the library by the 38th regiment, M.V.M. This flag was 
originaUy purchased and given to the regiment by Cambridge 
ladies in January, 1864, and bears the names of some of the 
battles in which the regiment participated. 

Attention should be called to the fact that the Cambridge 
room can now be readily placed at the disposal of small classes 
desiring to look at photographs or to have books for con- 
sultation. 

School and Local Delivery Stations. 

At the present rate of increase in the number of books sent 
to the local delivery stations and to the public schools, the time 
is not far distant when two assistants, instead of one, will be 
needed in this department of the library work. Occasional re- 
quests, which will eventually become formal petitions, are made 
for an increased number of local stations. It is my opinion 
that the increase may be made to advantage whenever the 
library is ready to assume the necessary additional expense. 

The trustees have voted to transfer the local delivery station 
in Cambridgeport to the Prospect Union building. It is ex- 
pected that by this change we may be able to extend in several 
ways the usefulness of the library in that part of the city, with 
little or no increase in the cost of administration. At this new 
station there will be suflSicient space at our disposal to enable us 
to establish in effect a small branch library. One hundred 
selected volumes, or thereabouts, will be sent to the station to 
be circulated directly from there. From time to time these 
volumes will be recalled and will be replaced by others. 

With the opening of the present school year a pass-book was 
substituted for the ten cards formerly allowed each teacher in 
the schools to which deliveries are made. The form of the 
pass-book was regarded as an experiment likely to suggest 
further improvements after trial. The new method has worked 
weD even under the severe test imposed by a large increase in 
the school work. 

The greatest need of the library at present, so far as the 
schools are concerned, is for more copies of certain books very 
generally used. From similar grades throughout the city, 
requests are frequently received for long lists of books on the 
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same subject, and these demands cannot always be satisfactorily 
met at one time. The publication of a new list of books es- 
pecially adapted to youthful readers w^ould undoubtedly be of 
great advantage to teachers and pu])ils alike. But I think it 
might be well to defer the preparation of such a list until the 
reclassification of the library is farther advanced. 

Library Bulletin. 

The recent decision of the trustees to publish a library bulletin, 

beginning in eTanuary next, will meet with general approval. 

While the main purpose of the bulletin will be to present 

more extended notices of new books than have liitherto been 

attempted, there will at the same time be given an opportunity 

for the publication of special reading lists and of library notes. 

By means of this bulletin it is hoped to bring the local delivery 

stations, in particular, into closer communication with the 

library. 

GIfU. 

The library has received some valuable gifts during the past 
year, among which may be mentioned 32 miscellaneous books 
from Mr. F. Apthoip Foster ; 86 volumes from the library of 
the late Professor Henry Warren Torrey ; 84 German books 
from Mr. Adolph Vogl ; and 177 volumes .from the medical 
library of Dr. Charles E. Vaughan. We continue to receive 
the valuable memoirs and bulletins of the Museum of Compara- 
tive Zoology at Hai-vard College. 

In concluding this, my first report, I may say that the library 
is in a prosperous condition and that its fields of usefulness are 
steadily widening. In the statistics to which I invite your 
attention in the appendix to this report, it will be seen that the 
circulation of books for home use has made a decided increase. 
I wish to thank my assistants for their willing and faithful co- 
operation, and to the members of the board of trustees my 
thanks are due for a cordial welcome and for unfailing support.

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REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES OF THE CAMBRIDGE 

PUBLIC LIBRARY. 



To the Honorable the City Council : — 

From the annual report of the librarian, which accompanies this, 
it appears that 4,163 volumes have been added to the library the 
last year and 1,814 have been discarded and not yet replaced, 
making the total number now 51,679 volumes. In addition 33 
volumes have been bought during the year from the income of the 
invested funds belonging to the board of trustees. Six thousand 
dollars additional insurance has been placed on the books and other 
contents of the building. 

A great deal has been done toward completing the sets of bound 
periodicals, in preparing the files of newspapers for binding, and in 
arranging the heterogeneous mass of government publications and 
exchanging duplicates for volumes which were missing or for other 
series. The newspapers have been re-catalogued, and the files, 
bound and unbound, are placed on the shelves in the basement 
where they can be consulted conveniently without removal to the 
reading-room. Most of the books relating to American history and 
genealogy, which are in the room over the children's reading-room, 
have also been re-catalogued and are now accessible. 

The re-classification and re-cataloguing have made great progress, 
especially in fiction, and the trustees expect to be able to print a 
finding-list of books of fiction during the coming year, to be followed 
by other special lists. The monthly bulletin of recent accessions 
was issued through the year, although the arrangement for its pub- 
lication had to be changed, so that some expense was incurred ; it 
is useful for all who wish to know what the library has lately 
acquired, and, until finding-lists are printed, is indispensable for 
those who get books through the delivery stations, for the teachers, 
and for all to whom the public card catalogue at the central library 
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is not accessible. A second case of sixty trays for the card cata- 
logue had to be purchased in October on account of the great 
increase in the number of cards. 

The circulation of books fi*om the central library was somewhat 
smaller than the year before, principally during the winter and 
spring ; the difference is accounted for by the librarian in his 
report. The users of the Huron avenue delivery station are 
mostly those who in other seasons draw books directly from the 
central library but on account of stormy weather and bad walking 
find it inconvenient to do so in winter. The patrons of the newly 
established station at 2530 Massachusetts avenue are almost 
entirely persons who have never used the library at all. Another 
station near the railroad crossing in East Cambridge will accommo- 
date many who cannot easily get books now. 

Small collections of books are deposited with three different 
organizations in Cambridgeport, who are responsible for them and 
by whom the books are loaned directly on such conditions as each 
association deems best. The books are changed every few weeks 
and seem to be read by many who enjoy the privilege of going to 
the shelves to make their selection. The trustees will be glad to 
consider requests from other associations for similar deposits of 
books in other parts of the city. Undoubtedly it would be well 
to have at least three branch libraries with reading-rooms supplied 
with some newspapers and periodicals and a few selected books, 
and the trustees hope for this ; but at present they think that loans 
of books, as just described, and a few more delivery stations will 
accommodate more people at a smaller expense. 

The school delivery has grown steadily ; there has been a marked 
increase in the number of books used at the Putnam, Corlett, and 
Peabody schools, and a decrease at the Shepard, Morse, Webster, 
and Wellington ; some of the classes at the Sleeper were trans- 
ferred from the Shepard last year, and the Morse and Webster 
have good, though small libraries. 

The work of preparing for the local and school deliveries is 
becoming too large to be done conveniently in its present location, 
and the number of children who frequent their special reading- 
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room 18 8o great as to overcrowd it at certain times ; on this 
account the trustees are beginning to think of the necessity in a 
few years for an addition to the stack, which may enlarge the 
shelf room for books and also accommodate the assistants who are 
in charge of the local and school work and the preparation of the 
books for use; the space thus gained in the children's reading- 
room could be used to good advantage for the children. 

The reading-room is now open until nine o'clock during the 
week and from two to six on Sunday ; it is proposed to keep it 
open until ten every evening, a change that must promote the 
pleasure and profit of the general readers as well as students. 

Applicants for appointment in the library were examined this 
year for the first time, and the result has been so satisfactory that 
the practice will no doubt be maintained. Miss Winifred B. 
Smith resigned last spring to accept a higher position at the Brook- 
line Public Library. She had been at this library since Septem- 
ber, 1891, and while Cambridge lost an efficient worker, her call 
elsewhere was a proof of her skill and attainments. Miss Harriet 
D. Lochman has been added to the staff, and Miss Haida N. 
Parker was appointed to fill the vacancy caused by Miss Smith's 
resignation. If the reading-room should be opened longer, as 
suggested above, it will be necessary to employ another assistant 
for evening duty only. 

Ijast spring the attention of the City Council was called. to the 
unseemly condition of the sidewalks about the library, and it was 
asked that they should be pavc^d or in some way made proper for 
the use of the numerous visitors in winter. As nothing has been 
done, the trustees must repeat their request. It is hoped that the 
Park Commissioners will be able this year to effect some changes 
in the laying out of the grounds and approaches to the building 
which will add to their convenience and beauty. 

In closing, the trustees wish to express their satisfaction with 
the efficiency of the librarian and his assistants and the improve- 
ments they have made in many details.

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To tfie Trustees of the Cambridge Public Library : — 

Gentlemen: In presenting my report for the year ending in 
November, 1896, let me first call your attention to the growth of 
the library. More than foiu* thousand volumes have been added, 
while, as an offset, nearly nineteen hundred have been discarded. 
The latter number includes not only the books worn out during the 
year, but also a great many volumes which were condemned sev- 
eral yeai's ago, and which have now been finally deducted, either 
because it is impossible to replace them or because they are no 
longer desirable. More than ninety per cent, of the total number 
of condemned volumes were fiction, and a very considerable pro- 
portion consisted of duplicates which are no longer needed. 

Our list of bound periodicals has been materially strengthened. 
We have completed during the year our sets of the Contemporary 
Review, MacmiUan's ]Magazinc, Nature, and Hamcrton's Portfolio, 
as well as several smaller sets of periodicals no longer publislicd. 
In the purchase of periodicals, particular attention should of course 
be paid to those which appear in Poole's Index, and it should be 
one of the aims of the library to acquire nearly all the so-called 
" Poole sets." 

When I came to examine the government publications which 
were stored in the basement, I found several hundred duplicate 
volumes which were totally useless and which occupied valuable 
space. These have been sent to the superintendent of documents 
in Washington, and we have received from him many books in 
exchange. Among them are the Memoirs of the U. S. Geological 
Survey and a large number of volumes of the Congressional 
Eecord which were lacking from our set. lliere are still many 
gaps in this set to be filled, due to the fact that the library has not 
always found it possible to obtain the bound volumes. 
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Cataios^iie. 

On accoant of the rapid growth of the card catalc^ue, it has 
recently become necessary to purchase a duplicate of the case of 
trays bought about a year ago. It would be an accommodation to 
the many people who use the catalogue to add another table for 
consultation, and I think it will be possible to do this without 
encroaching seriously on the limited space devoted to the news- 
paper racks. 

In the work of re-catalogumg the library, particulai* attention 
has been paid to fiction, during the last two or three months. I 
think the re-numbering of the books in this department should be 
completed as soon as possible and that we should then print a cata- 
logue of fiction alone, something the library has never had and of 
which it has always felt the need. A catalogue of this kind will 
be of great service to oui* local delivery stations and to many people 
w^ho cannot come to the library to use the card catalogue. It will 
be advisable, when the classification of the entire library is farther 
advanced, to issue from time to time class lists of the library's 
resources on special subjects. And of such lists, one of fiction 
would naturally be the first, since more people are interested in 
this than in any other. I think the preparation of the fiction 
catalogue may be completed during the coming year, and I accord- 
ingly recommend that you consider the question of its j)ublication 
in forming your estimates of our financial needs. 

ITie pamphlets of the library, which have hitherto been practi- 
cally inaccessible, have now been partially classified, and the work 
will be continued as rapidly as we can find time for it. Some of 
the United States government publications have been entu-ely re- 
catalogued, and although it was not feasible to locate all of them in 
their proper places in the stack, on account of insufficient room, 
they have been arranged elsewhere so that they may be readily 
found. 

Extension of The Stack. 

ITie work of cataloguing the government publications and of 
bringing the sets up to date has particularly emphasized the fact 
that the wing of the library building devoted to the stack must 
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soon be extended. The shelves, though not yet entirely occupied, 
will soon be filled if the present rate of growth of the library be 
maintained. Moreover, additional room would at once facilitate 
our work, since it is impracticable, while the re-classification is 
going on, to use all the shelves as economically as may be done 
when this shall have been completed. 

American History Room. 

ITie re-cataloguing of the books for the American history room 
progresses steadily, although it wUl hardly be possible to complete 
the work until the fiction catalogue has been finished. Enough 
has already been done, however, to render it possible for students 
to begin to use the room. For this purpose I recommend the 
purchase of two tables and a suitable number of chairs. 

This room is intended primarily for American local histoiy and 
genealogy, and, although its shelf capacity can be increased, most 
of the books of wider range will ultimately have to be retiu*ned to 
the stack. For the present, however, it will be possible to place 
in this room the greater part of our books dealing >vith United 
States history. 

Newspaper Room. 

The files of bound newspapers have been entirely re- catalogued 
and are now brought together in the basement room which is under 
the children's reading-room. By this rearrangement they may be 
consulted far more readily than has heretofore been possible, and 
it is no longer necessary to carry the unwieldy volumes to the main 
reading-room, where oftentimes the tables were found already fully 
occupied. 

Children's Reading-Room. 

No important changes have been made in the children's room 
during the past year. I'he room is often taxed beyond its seating 
capacity, and we have been reluctantly compelled on a few occa- 
sions to send children out because there was absolutely no room for 
them. 

I am strongly in favor of placing in this room all the juvenile 
books for circulation, so that the children may have as free access 
to them as they now have to the books kept for their use in the 
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building. This cannot be done at present, however, as the room 
we now have does not possess sufficient shelf space, nor is it large 
enough in other respects. As the adoption of this plan would be 
merely an extension of privileges which the library already grants 
to children, I hope some future enlargement of the building may 
render it feasible. 

It is worthy of note that while we now lose by theft comparatively 
few books from this room the spells wrought by Mr. Andrew Lang's 
fairy stories are so potent, that some of our small readers cannot 
bring themselves to part with them. At all events these particular 
books disappear ^\dth a regularity which is at least highly flattering 
to the compiler. And one is reminded that Mr. Lang himself once 
prayed : — 

•* lleverse the rules of mine and thine. 
Make it legitimute to steal 
The books that never can be mine I " 

Local [delivery Stations and Branch Libraries. 

A new delivery station was established, January 5, 1896, at 
the drug store of Miss Carrie E. Phillips, at the comer of Concord 
and Huron avenues. ITiis station has not brought in a large 
number of new takers of books, but it has proved of great conven- 
ience, especially in the winter season, to many people in the 
vicinity who were formerly compelled to go a long distance to the 
central library. In October, another station was started at the 
store of Michael Whalen, on Massachusetts avenue, above the 
railroad crossing. Through this station we hope to reach many 
persons who have never made use of the library ; and the results 
of the first few weeks have been of a very encouraging nature. 

ITie change of location in our Cambridgeport station has resulted 
in a decreased circulation, although the addition of the books circu- 
lated through the small branch libraries, to be mentioned later, 
gives a total slightly in excess of that of last year. It was appiu*- 
ent when the change was made that the new station was not so 
conveniently situated as the old one. But since it seemed wise to 
combine with the delivery station the branch library which it was 
desired to establish, and for which Mr. Thomdike's store could not 
well furnish the necessary space, a new location became necessary. 
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Early in the year, about one hundred books were sent to the 
Prospect Union, to be used in the building or loaned outside as 
might be desired. The books have been returned to the library 
from time to time, and- others have been sent in their places. Early 
in AprD we began to send books in a similar way to the Young 
Women's Christian Association, and about a week ago (November 
18) some were sent to the East End Chi'istian Union on Brewery 
street. All these books are read to a very considerable extent in 
the rooms where they are deposited, although no record of this 
appears in our ch'culation figures, since the intentionally unrestricted 
use to which the books are subjected precludes the keeping of any 
account. Books drawn for home reading ai*e charged directly to 
the persons taking them, without the use of Ubrary cards ; and in 
all cases the charging slips are saved to be returned to the centi'al 
library. 

It is my belief that deposits of books made in this way in differ- 
ent parts of the city will prove important factors in gradually 
extending the usefulness and influence of the public library. And 
I think we shoidd invilc requests for temporaiy loans of books from 
any organization which bids fair to put them to profitable use 
among its members. 

We should establish as soon as possible another delivery station 
in East Cambridge, which is at present the part of the city most 
inadequately covered. With this object in view, I have already 
visited, together with the president of your board, a few of the 
pdssible locations. Wherever the station may be placed, I hope it 
may be possible to combine with it a branch Ubrary which shall be 
larger than those with which we have already experimented. 

New delivery stations and temporary loans of books will not, 
however, suflice for all the local needs in a city as large as Cam- 
bridge. We should have in view, as one of the most desirable 
ends in the expansion of the library, the establishment of at least 
three branches: one in East Cambridge, another in Cambridge- 
port, and a third in North Cambridge. The chief feature of each 
branch would be a reading-room containing some of the most 
popular periodicals, a few newspapers, and the reference books 
most frequently in demand. Other books for circulation might be 
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added from time to time, which should be the permanent property 
of the branch library. And as these books would in most instances 
be books which experience has shown to be steadily called for, the 
delay caused by the necessity of sending to the central library 
might frequently be avoided. For it is hardly necessary to add 
that the branch library would be the deUvery station for its imme- 
diate district. 

I have outlined the above plan, not with any expectation of its 
immediate fulfilment, but with the hope that you may give it 
careful consideration as a means of enlarging the usefulness 
of the library, and that we may in a measure outline our 
future work with some such end in mind. I think, however, the 
time ought to be near at hand when we may find it possible to 
start a branch library in one at least of the localities suggested. 
At the outset the expense need not be great; while the future 
growth of the undertaking would in any case be regulated by the 
demands of the people as well as by the means at our disposal. 

Library Bulletin. 

Through the inability of the Cambridge Co-operative Society to 
carry out the publication contract, the library bulletin has proved 
a source of expense during the latter part of the first year of its 
existence. The original plan of giving full titles and of indexing 
the contents of books has been adhered to in the main, although it 
has been found necessary, chiefly on account of the extra expense 
involved, to abridge somewhat the explanatory notes. ITie publi- 
cation, however, seems to have met with favor and is now more 
sought for than when it first appeared. The bulletin is of particu- 
lar value to people who use the local stations, as well as to others 
who cannot well come to the library, as a source of information as 
to the library's growth. And for this reason, if for no other, I 
strongly recommend that its publication be continued. 

Mr. Huling, master of the English High school, has given his 
cordial co-operation in making our bulletins of service, and he 
distributes systematically every month about four hundred copies 
throughout his school. 
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Library Hours. 

Although the library is not situated on one of the busiest streets 
(jf Cambridge, I think the reading-rooms would be well patronized 
if kept open until a later hour. As a first step, I would suggest 
that you consider the advisability of opening the library Sunday 
evenings, instead of closing at 6 o'clock. Should this be done, 
there need be no change in our present arrangements beyond the 
employment of an evening attendant. 

If, as I hope, we shall find it profitable to keep our reading- 
rooms open until 10 o'clock every night, we should add to our staflT 
two attendants, one of whom should come on duty every day at 
6 P. M. These attendants would be expected to have a very 
considerable knowledge of the reference library and to be in readi- 
ness to lend their assistance to people in the reading-rooms. The 
additional expense resulting from these longer hours would be 
small, as may be proved by the experience of other libraries which 
have tried a similar plan. And two attendants are su^ested 
instead of one for the reason that it is somewhat difficult to find a 
suitable person who is able or willing to give up every evening to 
work of this kind ; while, at the same time, the cost is no greater, 
since payment would naturally be made by the hour. 

Under no circumstances would I recommend asking longer hours 
of service from any of the present regular staff, even though addi- 
tional compensation were offered. I do not think the interests of 
the library would be advanced by increasing working hours which 
are already quite long enough. 

Library Staff. 

Another assistant. Miss Harriet D. Lochman, was added to the 
hbrary staff at the beginning of April. Her time is divided 
between the delivery desk and the work of the local stations. At 
the time of Miss Lochman's appointment, the library sustained a 
genuine loss by the resignation of Miss Winifred B. Smith, who 
accepted the position of first assistant in the public Ubraiy of Brook- 
line. The trustees decided that the vacancy created by Miss 
Smith's departure (as well as all future positions not requiring 
special training in library work) should be filled by a choice from 
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among those applicants who should pass an examination to be 
given by the librarian. In accordance with this vote an exami- 
nation was held April 21, 1896, and out of twelve apphcants who 
presented themselves four passed, and their names were accor- 
dingly placed on the list of eligible candidates. From these four 
Miss Haida N. Parker was chosen to fill the vacancy. 

ITie results of this examination were sufficiently satisfactory to 
warrant a continuance of the practice thus begun. Of the many 
applicants for positions in the library, nearly all are totally un- 
known to us, and a test of some kind has become necessary in 
order to give at least a basis for judging of their comparative 

merits. 

Circulation. 

In the first appendix to this report you will find the detailed 
figures of the circulation of books. The total is not so large as 
that of last year, partly due to the fact that the library was closed 
for repairs during a week in July. The Huron avenue station 
has taken somewhat firom the work of the main library (for it is 
here that the loss has occurred), and the opening of the Harvard 
library in the evening has also made a perceptible difference. ITie 
chief decrease occurred in the spring, while, on the other hand, 
the quarter just closed shows a gain over last year. 

As compared with last year, the local circulation was less during 
the summer months and greater during all the rest of the year. 
It is too early as yet to state definitely just what effect the small 
branch libraries will have on this department of our work ; but if 
the number of such branches be increased, a considerable change 
in the comparative circulation of the several stations is likely to 
follow. 

The schools show an increase over last year in the number of 
books taken from the library. The circulation of November 6 
was 532, the largest since the school delivery was begun. By far 
the most marked increase has occurred in the case of the Putnam 
school, which has taken 1,404 books as against 7H4 last year.

Cambridge branch library is open from 10 to 12, 2 to 6, 7 to 9. 



REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES OF THE CAMBRIDGE 

PUBLIC LIBRARY 



To the Honorable the City Council: — 

The trustees of the Cambridge Public Library herewith submit 
their fortieth annual report, being for the year ending November 
SO, 1897. The librarian states that 4,357 books have been added 
and 2,704 have been discarded; 127 volumes, costing $426.27, 
have been purchased from the income of the funds in the hands of 
the trustees. The total number of volumes now in the library 
is 53,261. 

The most noteworthy event of the past year has been the opening 
of the first branch library and reading-room, on June 28, 1897. 
ITiis was provided for by a special appropriation made by the City 
Council and is located at 20 Second street. East Cambridge. 
The rooms are quiet and easily accessible, though they are not 
large and soon will be outgrown, since the experiment has suc- 
ceeded beyond the anticipations of the trustees. The local deliv- 
ery station in East Cambridge was transferred here when the 
branch library was established. At present the branch is open 
from 10 to 12, 2 to 6, and from 7 to 9, and Mr. John J. Henderson 
is the attendant in charge. 

The circulation in all departments of the library has grown very 
much : 29,232 more volumes were taken out this year than last, 
an increase of nearly 22 per cent. By far the largest gain was in 
the local work, which includes the East Cambridge branch. The 
circulation of books at both the stations in North Cambridge has 
increased surprisingly, while the Huron avenue station alone shows 
a decided loss. The use of books on the teachers' cards in the 
grammar and high schools considered separately varies very much 
from year to year, but on the whole there has been an annual gain. 
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Since January 10, the reading-room has been kept open until 
ten o'clock every evening. This has proved a great convenience 
to many readers. The additional expense has been slight, and 
since different attendants are employed in the evening the work of 
the others has been better arranged. 

It was found impossible to prepare the finding-list for fiction, 
spoken of in the last report, in time for printing this year, since all 
the works of fiction had to be arranged and renumbered, but the 
librarian expects to have it ready for the printer before summer. 
The monthly bulletin of recent accessions has been published 
regularly and has been highly praised. 

The reclassification and cataloguing of the older books has gone 
on steadily. Nearly all the books on genealogy and American 
local history have been renumbered and placed in the room over 
the children's reading-room, where they are now accessible to stu- 
dents, for whose use the room has been fitted with tables and 
chairs. 

A simple book plate, designed by Miss Haida N. Parker, one of 
the assistants, has been placed in all the books recently added and 
is being inserted in the others as rapidly as possible. 

The sidewalk on the four streets about the library grounds 
has been paved, and now there is a brick sidewalk the whole 
length of Broadway so that it is possible to walk to the library 
comfortably even in muddy weather. The Park department has 
relocated the paths and greatly improved the appearance of the 
grounds. 

Miss Grace Clark, who has been in charge of the delivery desk 
in the central library for the last six years, resigned on October 1 ; 
her place has been filled by promotion, and the vacancy on the 
staff was made good by the return firom the Brookline public 
Hbrary of Miss Winifired B. Smith, as cataloguer and assistant. 
By this change the library loses the services of an experienced 
assistant in the circulating department and gains a much needed 
addition in the catalogue room. The resignation of Miss Isabel A. 
Jacobs after five years' service, to take effect on January 1, has also 
been received and accepted by the trustees. 
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Mr. Samuel L. Montague died in January last ; he was first a 
member of the board, ex officio^ when mayor in 1878 and, except 
during 1880, served continuously until his death, a period of eigh- 
teen years ; for eight years he was elected president of the board of 
trustees. His practical and business training and his broad view 
of questions that came up for decision made him a most useful and 
intelligent trustee, especially as a member of the committees under 
whose charge the present building was erected in 1888 and en- 
arged in 1894. While he maintained his opinions vigorously he 
was always courteous and ready to yield when convinced, so that 
his colleagues found great pleasure in working with him and sin- 
cerely regret the loss they have sustained. 

The librarian, with his assistants, deserves the thanks of the 
trustees and the public for endeavoring to facilitate and increase the 
intelligent use of the libraiy. The report of the librarian and a 
statement of the receipts and expenditures are appended as a part 
of this report.

To the Trustees of the Cambridge Public Library : — 

Gentlemen : The year now drawing to a close has been for the 
library a period of steady progress marked by few changes of im- 
portance. Of these the most significant has been the establishment 
of our first branch library, made possible by a special appropriation 
by the city council. It proved difficult to find in East Cambridge 
(the section of the city designated for the branch) a location which 
would fulfil the necessary requirements without calling for the 
expenditure of a sum in excess of our very modest estimates. The 
situation finally chosen, at no. 20 Second street, although some- 
what farther east than we desired, has answered our purposes rea- 
sonably well except in regard to space. The present rooms are not 
large enough to accommodate properly all the people who frequent 
them ; and accordingly I recommend that you consider the question 
of removal whenever it may be possible to obtain a more suitable 
location. 

The branch library has been equipped with about 800 books, 
and 37 periodicals are at present regularly received. Many of the 
books were purchased for the branch, while the rest are duplicates 
sent from the main library. The number will be steadily increased 
until the full capacity of the shelves shall have been reached. The 
branch library has also been made one of the regular delivery sta- 
tions of the central library, in place of the station which was for a 
long time successfully conducted at the drug-store of Mr. L. W. 
Reycroft. Naturally, however, the number of books delivered in 
East Cambridge from the main library has faUen off decidedly since 
the branch became available. And although the old station has 
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local history or in genealogy. Although the re-cataloguing of all 
the books properly belonging in these divisions has not been com- 
pleted, yet much the greater part of the work has been done, and 
the room is now in use by the public. Constant purchases, even 
though not extensive ones, are made for this department, which is 
growing to be an attractive and important feature of the library. 

Catalogue. 

In my last report I recommended that a fiction catalogue be 
printed during the year then ensuing. It has been found imprac- 
ticable to carry out this suggestion, however, partly by reason of 
insufficient funds, but chiefly because there was no one whose ser- 
vices could be spared for this work for any considerable time. 
Nevertheless, steady progress has been made ; and this department 
of the library, which more than any other stood in need of a 
thorough overhauling, will within a few months be in a satisfactory 
condition. 

During the past year the want of adequate assistance in the cat- 
aloguing department has been strongly emphasized. The care of 
new books, the classifying and re-cataloguing of the old ones, and 
the preparation of our monthly bulletin would alone have sufficed 
to tax our resources frequently, even had there been no necessity 
for pushing forward the work on the fiction catalogue. For the 
completion of this, however, we shall have, beginning in December 
the services of a skilled assistant, a large part of whose time will 
be devoted to this purpose. 

Library Staff. 

Miss Grace Clark, who for several years has been the efficient 
assistant in charge of the deUvery desk, resigned her position at the 
beginning of October. The vacancy thus made has been filled by 
the appointment of Miss Winifred B. Smith, a former member of 
our staff and at present first assistant in the Brookline public li- 
brary, who is to return here December first. By a slight re-ar- 
rangement of duties, we shall be able from the outset to employ 
Miss Smith chiefly in cataloguing, which is just now the department 
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of our work most in need of additional help. But her whole time 
cannot be utilized in this way until another assistant shall have 
been added to the force. 

By direction of the library committee, an examination was given 
October 16, for applicants for library positions not requiring special 
training. Out of fourteen applicants, six passed; and of these six, 
two had already passed the examination given in 1896. There 
are now seven names on the list of eligible candidates. A copy of 
the last examination paper forms appendix iv of this report. 

Circulation. 

The statistics of circulation, which you will find in the first ap- 
pendix, show a large increase since last year. In a total circulation 
of 162,764, a gain of 13,533 has been made at the main delivery 
desk ; 1 4,994 through the local deliveries, loan libraries, and the 
new branch, and 705 in the schools. Total gain 29,232. 

The circulation of books in the loan libraries, mentioned in my 
last report, has more than doubled. There has been a marked gain 
at the Prospect Union, which probably accounts to a greater or less 
degree for the falling off in the regular local deliveries through the 
station there situated. The only other local station showing a de- 
crease from the figures of last year is the Huron avenue station. 
All the others have gained, particularly Mr. Ilunnewell's, which is 
invariably far in advance. Mr. Whalen's station in North Cam- 
bridge, which was started toward the end of last year, has more than 
fulfilled our expectations by constantly circulating more books than 
any other station except Mr. Hunnewell's. 

I would suggest that you consider the feasibility of a more sys- 
tematic grading of the salaries paid the agents in charge of the local 
delivery stations. It seems possible that the usefulness of the sta- 
tions might be extended, if it were definitely known that the 
compensation each year, for example, would be based upon the 
circulation of the year before.

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REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES OF THE CAMBRIDGE 

PUBLIC LIBRARY. 



To the Honorable the City Council : — 

The trastees of the Public Library herewith submit their forty-first annual 
report, being that for the year ending November 30, 1898. 

The full and ample report of the librarian and its accompanying statistics 
recall us readily to the day of small things, when the library was transferred 
nine years ago to its present building, and its whole system was reorganized 
and enlarged. The number of books at the time of its transfer was less than 
twenty thousand and the hope was expressed, in the report of 1889, that it 
would at some time reach forty thousand. The number this year U flfty-four 
thousand one hundred and forty-nine. The number of books taken out during 
1888 was 86, 221 and the number is reported this year as more than double 
that number (176,796). ITie whole system of local and school deliveries has 
been introduced since that time, thus distributing over the whole city the 
conveniences which had before belonged only to the neighborhood of Central 
square. The East Cambridge branch library has been established and also 
the admirable institution of the children's room, which has been so success- 
ful as to create already a demand for additional space, llie librarian has 
called attention to the fact that more room is needed for this purpose ; and it 
requires only a careful inspection of the library to show that absolutely no 
space is wasted and that the demand for additional room is the legitimate 
result of success. The population of the city aho is steadily on the increase, 
and it must be remembered that the utmost demand for additional space on 
the part of the library is but trivial when compared to the constantly recur- 
ring demand for school-houses. We must not grudge the expense which, after 
all, i$* an incident of municipal prosperity. 

At another point the librarian's report offers a fact curiously contrasting 
with some of the fears created, even in the minds of our librarians, by the new 
departure of nine years ago in respect to freer access to the library. It is well 
known that our admirable head librarian of that day, Miss Ilayward, trained in 
the careful methods of earlier librarians, felt much distrust when it was de- 
cided to open our reference collection of two thousand volumes to the direct 
contact with readers. Including both this and the library of local history the 
number of volumes now open to such contact cannot be less than 3,700, and yet 
it appears by the librarian's report that the whole number of books lost during 
the present year is but 17, of which trifling number it is very possible that some 
may yet come to light. This confirms the observation, now generally reported 
at all conventions of librarians, that increased confidence placed in the users of 
books is repaid by increased care and safety. The same thing is reported by 
school committees, whose testimony always is that the school-houses legist in- 
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Jored by pupils are those most nicely fioished and most expensive in their 
stmcture. 

The experiment of the branch library at East Cambridge continues to be en- 
tirely successful, as are the local deliveries, and we call attention to the valu- 
able experiments being tried by Mr. GifTord in the direction of dei>osit collec- 
tions and lists of selected books. It is altogether probable that great as has 
been the expansion of library systems, during the last few years, farther steps 
are yet to develop themselves, and we are satisfied that we possess a corps of 
librarians who will not be behindhand in introducing any new measures that 
will make our increasing collection of books more advantageous to the public. 
We feel, on the other hand, that this board of trustees has sufficiently won the 
confidence of the city government to make it willing to respond to such mod- 
erate demands in the way of increased appropriations as may be required by 
an enlarging population and the development of our educational system.

To the Trustees of the Cambridge Public Library : — 

Gentlemen : Id ray report two years ago I called attention to the growing 
need of more room in the staclc. Since that time, the deposit collections, the 
establishment of the East Cambridge branch library, and the removal of some 
government documents have partially offset the additional space required by 
our new purchases. The lack of room, however, is apparent and is steadily 
growing more urgent. 

Whenever the stack be extended, I hope it may be possible to provide a 
small space in the extension for the local and school department. It would 
greatly facilitate this part of our work, much of which has to be done within a 
very limited time, if it could be conducted in closer proximity to the books. 
Moreover, and still more important, the portion of the children's reading-room 
now enclosed within the rail, where the books for the schools and local stations 
are charged and discharged, is emphatically needed by the children. Each 
year the number of days increases when children have to be sent away solely 
for lack of room, and even this additional space will not make the reading- 
room large enough for all who wish to make use of it. 

The crowding of the children's room renders it frequently necessary to be 
watchful lest the resulting overflow prove annoying to the occupants of the 
main reading-room. I hesitate somewhat to recommend a partition between 
these two rooms, both because they can be more easily supervised as they 
now are, and also because a partition might possibly detract from the archi- 
tectural effect of the library interior. But it would distinctly add to the com- 
fort of the frequenters of the main reading-room if the children's room were 
at least partially shut off; and accordingly I ask you to consider the advisabil- 
ity of erecting a partition to consist chiefly of glass. 

I have previously called your attention to the poor condition of the cement 
floor in the basement, particularlv in the wing occupied by the stack. A bet- 
ter floor in this part of the building would render the books in the basement 
less liable to injury from dampness, from which cause some of them have suf- 
fered seriously, especially during the last two summers. 

I recommend the removal of the old shelves from the south wall of the local 
history room and the substitution of new shelving similar to that on the other 
walls. The books in the special library to which this room is devoted are in- 
creasing rapidly in number, and we shall need all the shelf-space obtainable. 

Catalogue. 

The classiflcation of the library proceeds steadily, and satisfactory progress 
has been made during the past year. Miss Smith has been preparing the flc- 
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tion catalogue for the press, and the work is now practically completed. I 
hope we may find it possible to have the catalogue printed early in the com- 
ing year. 

Nearly all oar bound sets of periodicals have now been rearranged and re- 
catalogued, and they are in a far more satisfactory condition than ever before. 
There still remain a few broken sets which I am desirous of completing when- 
ever an opportunity may offer. Some of the older sets, particularly the Popn- 
lar science monthly and the AtlatUic monthly^ contained many imperfect vol- 
umes. In nearly all instances these have been discarded and replaced by per- 
fect ones. The expense of these changes has been small, outside the cost of 
binding ; and the evidences of the increased usefulness of the books have more 
than warranted the outlay. 

Cambridge Room. 

We have continued to reserve from time to time in the Cambridge room a 
small number of books bearing on the subjects discussed by the Economy club. 
The membera of the club have found these books of service and have made very 
satisfactory use of them. This part of our work has of late been in charge of 
Miss Smith, who has given it intelligent and careful attention. I should be 
glad if more demands for assistance of this kind might be made upon the li- 
brary. For example, it seems to me that the teachers in the higher grades of 
the schools might often find it helpful to have a few books temporarily reserved 
for the use of their classes. 

During the past year three exhibitions of photographs have been given in 
the Cambridge room, which, although not altogether well adapted, is the only 
room which can be utilized for this purpose. The photographs are small col- 
lections owned by, or loaned to, the Library art club, in which this library 
holds membership. The first collection was devoted to Venice. The club now 
has in preparation a set of photographs pertaining to Florence, and this colleo- 
tiou, together with some others, will probably be exhibited here during the 
present winter. It may be well to add that the purposes for which the Cam- 
bridge room was set apart are in no way interfered with by this new use to 
which it has been put. On the contrary I am inclined to think that these ex- 
hibitions serve to introduce many people to the room and its contents. 

Library Staff. 

The gradual increase of work at the delivery desk, most noticeable in late 
afternoon hours w^hen it is impossible for all the assistants to be on duty, has 
made it necessary to devise some way by which the public may be more 
rapidly served. There is need of an additional assistant to care for the regis- 
tration at the busiest times and possibly to help in charging the books given 
out. It is somewhat difiicult to detach any member of the staff from her reg- 
ular duties for this purpose; but as we do not yet need the full tjme of an- 
other desk attend^mt, I shall try to make some rearrangement at once to meet 
the f'raergeucy. At the end of the present busy season we shall be able to 
determine more accurately in what way the additional help may best be sup- 
plied. 

An assistant in the reading-i-oora to help persons using the reference library 
and card catalogue would be of much ser\ice. People are often unnecessarily 
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reluctant to seek assistance from an attendant busy witli other duties, even 
though the desired aid. might be easily given. If you should deem it advisable 
to separate the two reading-rooms, it might prove necessary to make this ad- 
dition to our staff at once. But in any case, although I do not urge it as an 
inunediate necessity, I wish to call your attention to this desirable method of 
increasing the efficiency of the library. 

The only change in the staff during the past year was caused b}' the resig- 
nation of Harold T. Dougherty, one of the evening attendants. His place has 
been taken by Harris S. Whittemore. 

My thanks are due my assistants for the interest they have taken in their 
work, as well as for the thoroughness with which their duties have been per- 
formed. 

Branch Library and Deposit Collections. 

The results of the years work at our branch library in East Cambridge have 
been gratifying. The circulation of books amounted to 17,697. This is 
particularly satisfactory inasmuch as the novelty of the new library has 
worn off and also because the branch has not received a large number of new 
books. ITiere are many duplicate volumes which are naturally sent to 
branches when no longer needed at the main librarv. Hut popular books of 
the day, to the appearance of which people are looking forward, should be 
furnished promptly if they are to be of much use. In the purchase of dupli- 
cates of new books I have kept in mind the needs of the branch library, and 
its wants liave been supplied as far as possible. The appropriation for the 
branch was practically used up by the expenses of administration and the bill 
for periodicals, so that nothing was left for new books and very little for re- 
binding old ones. But now that we have conducted the branch library for an 
entire municipal year, it will be possible to determine its requirements more 
accurately in estimating the expenses for the year to come. Mr. Henderson, 
who has been in charge of the East Cambridge branch from the beginning, 
has performed his work in a thoroughly efficient manner. 

Our small deposit collections cause some falling off in the circulation through 
the local stations, particularly at the Prospect Cnion. So far as they go, how 
ever, I think these collections of books yield lietter results than the unsatis- 
factory method of reaching the library through the medium of the stations. A 
deposit in each local station, similar to that at the Prospect I'nion, would be 
very acceptable, particularly to those who are disappointed by failure to re- 
ceive desired books from the main library. • In some of the stations it would l)e 
difficult to obtain even the small space necessary for this purpose, and prob- 
ably some of our present agents might find it impossn)le to give any more time 
to our work. But as retjuests for such loans of books are made from time to 
time, I think we shall gradually be able to increase the numl>er of deposit col- 
lections, even though it may not prove feasible to utilize all the local stations 
in this way. The moderate extension of this field of work, such as I now have 
in mind, would cau«ie little expense beyond the cost of further duplicating cer- 
tain desirable books. 

During the coming year 1 hoj)e to prepai-e several lists of about fifty books 
each, selected to meet t)ie more frequent needs of those who make use of the 
deposits of books. Tliese lists will l)e numbered and printed. The books 
.selected will form small traveling libraries, which may be transferred as a 
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whole from one place of deposit to another. As the lists will naturally com- 
prise books in frequent demand, it will be necessary to purchase duplicates for 
this purpose. The project thus briefly outlined is little more than the systema- 
tizing of work 'Which we are already doing, with the hope that the adoption of 
a more methodical plan may serve to enlarge its scope. 

Circulation. 

A gain of 14,031 has brought our total circulation for the year to 176,7d5. 
From the main library 5,990 more books have been issued than were given out 
last year. 

The circulation through the local stations has fallen off decidedly, and in 
only one instance (Mr. Gove's station) has it increased. The decrease at the 
Prospect Union is 185, whije on the other liand the deposit collection at this 
place shows an increased circulation of 963, — a significant indication of the 
usefulness of even a small local library. Including the East Cambridge branch, 
the entire local circulation has gained 7,664. 

The school circulation seldom fluctuates widely and has this year made its 
customary small gain. The Putnam school continues far in the van and has 
taken nearly Ave hundred more books than last year, although it was well 
ahead at that time. Through the branch library and the Putnam school, East 
Cambridge is making at present a very satisfactory use of the public library. 
The new Russell school, w^here we began to deliver books in October, 1897, 
has taken more books than any other except the Putnam. Mention should 
also be made of the fact that owing to the changes which are being made in 
the Peabody school building our deliveries there have been suspended since 
the beginning of the present school year. This accounts for the comparatively 
small number of books taken by a school which ordinarily stands among the 
first. 

For other statistics I refer you to the tables accompanying this report.

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REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES OF THE CAMBRIDGE 

PUBLIC LIBRARY 



To the Honorahle^ the City Counc'd: — * 

The trustees of the Cambridge Public Library have the honor to 
submit herewith their forty-second annual report, this being for the year 
ending Xov. 30, 1899. The librarian states that 3,847 volumes have 
been added to the library during the year, and 1,595 *have been discarded 
as worn out or for other reasons ; 9 have been destroyed on account of 
contagious diseases ; 44 have been exchanged as duplicates, and 33 are 
accounted for as lost ; some of these being, no doubt, due to the removal 
of parties from the city. When we consider that the annual circulation 
has amounted during the year to 175,026, this proportion of loss seems 
very small, especially in view of the large number of volumes directly 
accessible in the reading-rooms. The total number of volumes now in the 
library is 56,315. 

The librarian's report calls attention to several improvements 
recommended by him in the provision for the library. Firsts an addition 
to the stack which has now become overcrowded. Second, the more com- 
plete detachment of the children's department from that for adults. 
Third, the provision of enlarged quarters for the East Cambridge branch. 
The trustees fully recognize the necessity of the first of these changes 
and also of the second, provided, however, in the latter case, that the 
rearrangement be so carefully planned as not to confine young people too 
long to the depai-tment of juvenile books, but to make the transition eaay 
for them to maturer reading. The third recommendation they also accept 
as a necessity, but must emphasize the fact that whatever is done for the 
East Cambridge branch will inevitably be made a precedent for similar 
action in other parts of the city, and must therefore be entered upon in a 
careful and guarded way. The cost of carrying on the library will 
obviously increase very fast with the addition of new branches and 
especially should this involve the erection of buildings for this purpose. 

The new catalogue of works of fiction will undoubtedly be found a 
great source of convenience in the administration of the library as well 
as to readers. Opinions differ as to whether such catalogues tend to 
increase the relative circulation of the works so catalogued. The pro- 
portion of fiction taken by borrowers varies but slightly from year to 
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year, and is smaller in this library than in many public libraries. It is 
commonly estimated at about three-quarters of the number of volumes 
lent, but with us it is usually about seven-tenths. This proportion 
undoubtedly seems large in either case. It must always be borne in 
mind, however, that this seeming excess is balanced by two facts not 
always remembered by critics. First, that a larger and larger proportion 
of historical and scientific information is now put by writers into the form 
of fiction; and, second, that works of fiction, especially for juvenile 
readers, are read much more rapidly, and are, therefore, exchanged much 
oftener, thus swelling the statistics disproportionately. It must be remem- 
bered also that a large number of families in Cambridge, including some 
of the most cultivated, draw their supplies from the university library, 
where the books are now by improved arrangements made more and 
more accessible. 

The trustees gladly take this opportunity to express their renewed 
confidence in the excellence of the present librarian and of his staff, and 
they note with pleasure that* the recognized prominence of Mr. Gifford 
among the librarians of the state has manifested itself in his recent elec- 
tion as president of the Massachusetts Library Club.

To the Trustees of the Camhridge Public Library: — 

Gentlemen: — The work of the library for the past year shows 
satisfactory progress with no changes of marked significance. Perhaps 
the most important event has been the completion of the fiction catalogue, 
a book of 415 pages, printed by the Co-operative Press and issued in June 
last. Our fiction has now for the first time been systematically cata- 
logued, and the publication of a succeeding or of a supplementary list 
will be a task of much less magnitude. 

The classification of the other departments of the library advances 
constantly. The amount of time, however, which can be given to this 
purpose is very limited, as the steady supply of new books always 
demands first consideration. Since the fiction list has now been printed, 
I think Miss Smith may be able to assist in the preparation of the 
catalogue cards for the older books, a part of our work in which Miss 
Russell has heretofore had very little help. With this end in view, I 
recommend the purchase of another Hammond typewriter. 

The growth of the library and the constant changes caused by the 
classification of the older books make it imperative for me to urge again 
upon your attention the necessity for an addition to the stack. The 
branch library, the deposit collections, and the weeding-out of duplicates 
no longer needed have all helped to a small extent in providing more 
room. But the relief thus obtained is but temporary ; and, in order to 
procure anything approaching a satisfactory arrangement of the library, 
both careful planning and the moving about of large numbers of books 
are required with increasing frequency. Moreover, there are at least 
two depaHments of the library for which more room is particularly 
necessary, if we are to expand them to meet requirements already made 
manifest. I refer to music and photographs. We received from the 
Moring estate a small number of photographs, which might form the 
nucleus of a collection that would be of decided usefulness, especially 
to many of our teachers. 
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CHILDREN'S ROOM. 

Ill my last annual report I called your attention to the need of more 
room for the children. The endeavor to attract and retain the interest of 
diildren has become within a very few years an important means of 
widening the influence of the public library. This feature of its work 
is still too new to admit of a sharp definition of its scope, and there are 
not lacking occasional indications of a tendency to encroach somewhat 
unwisely upon the duties of the parent and of the teacher. Speaking 
generally, however, there would seem to be few more effective methods of 
strengthening the position of the library in the public mind than by in- 
culcating the habit of taking advantage of its privileges at a time when 
habits are readily formed. 

To get the best results from the attempt to give particular attention 
to children, the department of the library devoted to them should be 
• made as nearly independent as possible. For this reason, I hope the time 
is not far distant when all our juvenile books may be placed in the chil- 
dren's room in charge of a special attendant. These books would then be 
taken out directly from this room instead of being charged, as they now 
are, at the general delivery desk. By the adoption of this plan not only 
would the interests of the children be cared for more eflBiciently, but the 
comfort of the older patrons of the libraiy would be subserved to an 
equal degree. The wing of the building in which the children's room is 
now located need not necessarily be enlarged to carry out this project. 
If, when the stack be extended, provision can be made elsewhere for the 
school and local delivery work, the space in the present room that will 
then be made free will suffice at least for the outset. 

EAST CAMBRIDGE BRANCH LIBRARY. 

The East Cambridge branch library has been well patronized, 
although its circulation has fallen off 1,957 as compared with the figures 
of last year. The present rooms were the best we could obtain when the 
branch was started, but as time goes on they become more and more inade- 
quate. Neai'ly all the shelf room is now occupied, and no further in- 
crease seems practicable. Much the most important objection, however, 
to the present quarters is caused by the fact that the space for readers is 
80 small. The rooms are frequently overcrowded in the evening and, not 
having been designed for their present purpose, are ill-ventilated. In a 
library of this kind, the reading-room facilities constitute, in my opinion, 
the most important feature; and since the experience of the last two 
years has made evident what we lack in this respect, I recommend the

removal of the branch whenever suitable rooms may become available. I. 
know of none at present, and I think our only opportunity to obtain what 
we need will come through the erection of some new building. 

Believing, as I do, that our library should have at least two branches 
in addition to the present one, I have no thought of recommending the 
building-up of a library in East Cambridge on a scale so expensive that 
the establishment of similar institutions may in any way be discouraged. 
But before we seek to locate branches in other parts of the city, T think 
it a wise policy to meet the urgent and reasonable demands of the branch 
we already have, and by following this plan we shall be able to deter- 
mine with greater accuracy the probable cost of any further development 
of this part of our work. 

LIBEAKY STAFF. 

By means of a rearrangement of the time of the desk attendants, one 
of the assistants is now assigned to the reading-room, during the busiest 
hours of the day, for the purpose of helping people who wish to make 
use of the library. In my last report I brought to your notice this need, 
which has long been apparent, but which we have found it impossible to 
obviate until recently. Miss Callender, to whom this new duty has been 
assigned, is well equipped for the varied demands that are made upon 
her, and I feel sure she will make the position one of increasing useful- 
ness to the public. 

As a result of the partial change in Miss Callender's duties, Mr. 
Thayer, who entered the employ of the library in 1897, after finishing 
his course in the English high school, is now at the delivery desk during 
cei-tain hours of the day. The value of his services to the library has 
been shown in many ways and is not adequately indicated by the promo- 
tion we have thus far been able to give him. 

Mr. William B. Cade, who had been our carrier since May, 1890, 
died suddenly in September last. By his death the library lost the ser- 
vices of a diligent and painstaking official. Mr. William T. Ralph, who 
had assisted Mr. Cade at various times, was chosen his successor. 

Sergeant Andrew Sproul, of the Cambridge police force, who died on 
the 28th of October, had been detailed for duty at the library for about 
eight years. Mr. Sproul's work was faithfully done, even when failing 
health rendered the performance difficult, and he was respected by all 
his associates. 

There has been but one change in the agents of our local delivery 
stations during the year. Mr. P. A. Yerxa has taken the store on 
Hoi worthy street, formerly occupied by Mr. H. F. Grant, an:l has 
succeeded Mr. Grant in the care of our work. 
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STATISTICS. 

In the appendices following this report you will find the statistics 
for the year. The circulation has fallen ofF slightly, but the difference 
is more than accounted for by the decrease at the East Cambridge 
branch, to which I have already referred. At the main library there 
has been a small increase, although both here and in the case of the 
schools there has been little variation from the figures of last year. 

The local circulation fell off during the early part of the year but 
shows an increase during the last quarter. Since so large a percentage 
of the circulation is made up of fiction, the new catalogue should prove 
of much greater service to the patrons of the local stations than to the 
frequenters of the main library, where the card catalogue is always 
accessible. The value of the deposit collections to which I called your 
attention a year ago is shown' again by the fact that the loss in circulation 
through the local deliveries is almost counterbalanced by the gain made 
through the deposits. Whenever satisfactory locations can be found, I 
hope to establish a few more of these collections, especially in the dis- 
tricts of the city where the local stations have met with least success. 

Of the gifts received during the year, the most noteworthy has been 
that of Mrs. James Barr Ames, who has presented a set, nearly complete, 
of the publications of the Egypt Exploration Fund. We have also 
received some books from Mr. F. Apthorp Foster, who has made many 
welcome donations to the library.

The library is open for the deliTery of books, except Sundays and holidays, from 
10 A. M. until 8 P. M. lieading-rooms open from 10 A M. until 10 P. M., and on 
Sundays from 2 until 10 P. M. The East Cambridge branch library Is open from 
iO to 12, 2 to 6, 7 to 9. 
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has attended our small deposit collections, even to the detriment of the 
circulation through the neighboring local stations, is significant of what 
branch libraries can accomplish. 

Again I must urge upon your attention what is now our most 
pressing need, and that is an addition to the stack. The steady growth 
of the library makes it more and more difficult to arrange the books to the 
best advantage, and certain divisions which should be together are now 
located in different parts of the building. A few weeks ago some inex- 
pensive shelves, of which the capacity is about one thousand volumes, 
were erected in the middle room of the basement. This is a very small 
relief, however ; and even if additional shelving could be placed there, it 
would be an unwise proceeding, as the room is not suited to the storage 
of books. We are far more fortunate than most city libraries in pos- 
sessing plenty of land for the extension of our library building, and the 
cost of the desired addition will therefore be much less than is usually 
the case. The present lack of room hampers in many ways the natural 
development of the library, and it is a subject that claims your careful 
consideration. 

During the coming year the interior walls and some of the ironwork 
of the stack should be painted, and poi-tions of the woodwork in the 
reading-rooms and delivery-room should be varnished. 

Before leaving the subject of the library building I wish to express 
the hope that the improvement in the car service on Broadway may con- 
tinue until it shall be possible for people who make use of the North 
Cambridge and Huron avenue lines to reach the library without changing 
cars. I am but quoting opinions expressed to me many times when I say 
that the use of the library would be greatly increased if better car con- 
nections could be effected with the parts of the city indicated. 

As a contribution to the history of the library, we have sought 
during the past few months to make a collection of photographs of all 
who have served as trustees. Miss Russell has had charge of the matter 
and has met thus far with gratifying success. We already have more 
than half the total number, including many photographs which were likely 
to be difficult to obtain. I hope to print as an appendix to this report a 
corrected list of all present and past members of the board with their 
terms of service. 

In the tables appended you will find the usual details of the work of 
the library for the year. The total circulation of books has been larger 
than ever before, despite the decrease at the East Cambridge branch. 
With the exception just noted, the local circulation shows little change 
from last year. There has been an increase of nearly twenty per cent in 
the number of books sent to the schools ; and it is deserving of mention 
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that the Putnam school in East Cambridge, of which Mr. Davis is master^ 
has received more than one-fifth of the entire number. The Latin school^ 
like the English high school, is now one of our nearest neighbors, and it 
is no longer necessary for our carrier to deliver books there. 

Two informal lectures were given by Miss Russell last spring, at my 
request, on the use of books, particularly with regard to the reference 
library. These talks were for the pupils of Miss Hardwick and Misa 
Perrigo of the Latin school and were so successful that a request haa 
been made that they be repeated this year. 

In accordance with a recommendation in my last report, an additional 
typewriter has recently been bought for cataloguing purposes. The card 
catalogue increases m bulk very rapidly as the result of the natural growth 
of the library and of the progressing classification of the old books. We 
have also subscribed for some of the A. L. A. analytical cards for miscel- 
laneous sets. Consequently, although we purchased last spring a new case 
of catalogue trays, it may be found necessary to add still another before 
the end of the coming year. 

It has long been the rule that any resident of Cambridge, above 
thirteen years of age, might have the full privileges of the library by 
receiving a card in his own name. A few years ago, the librarian was- 
authorized to use his discretion in granting full privileges to applicants 
under thirteen. The liberal interpretation of the rule, thus permitted^ 
has not unnaturally resulted in making the rule itself unnecessary. I 
recommend that the age limit be abolished entirely, and that any 
applicant under twelve years of age be required merely to obtain the 
endorsement of parent or guardian on his application blank. 

The only change in the library staff during the year has been caused 
by the resignation of one of the evening attendants, Mr. H. S. Whittemore* 
His place has been filled by the appointment of Mr. J. C. Fearns. Mr. 
Joseph H. Furbush, of the Cambridge police force, has been detailed for 
duty at the library building, in place of the late Sergeant Sproul, and 
has proved himself thoroughly adapted to the requirements of the 
position. 

By the kindness of Miss Mary Woodman, we have received more 
than five hundred volumes as a gift from the estate of her father, the 
late Cyrus Woodman. The books include Maine and New Hampshire 
local histories, American explorations, genealogies, and a nearly complete 
set of Niles' Register, Most of the books have been catalogued and are 
now on the shelves, and together they constitute one of the most valuable 
gifts ever made to the library.

PUBLIC LIBRARY 



To the Honorable, the City Council : — 

The trustees of the Cambridge Pablic Library respectfully submit 
their forty-fourth azmual report, covering the year ending November 30, 
1901. The details of the year's service will be found in the accompany- 
ing report of the librarian. The work already in progress on the building 
proceeds satisfactorily, and every day vindicates the expediency of the 
additional appropriations made for that purpose. The trustees would, 
however, call your attention to the fact, easily seen by comparing the 
statistics, that the amount hitherto appropriated for the ordinary work of 
the library remains about the same from year to year, although there is 
a steady increase in the quantity of this work as well as in the popula- 
tion of the city. It must cause no surprise therefore, if hereafter some 
additional appropriations should be requested, not for particular buildings 
or branches, but to keep pace with growth and general progress of the 
community. 

In regard to additional branches, your attention is called to the fact 
that the original action in regard to both the East Cambridge and North 
Cambridge branches was taken by the city government without reference 
to the trustees. While in both cases the trustees have fully approved of 
the general plan and of the particular directions in which it has thus 
far been applied, they wish to emphasize the fact that nothing requires 
more careful deliberation and consultation than the creation of new 
branches ; and that those which may follow should be carefully planned, 
after full consultation with the trustees, and gradually introduced. This 
gradual addition has been carefully pursued by the trustees in regard to 
delivery stations, which have in consequence been steadily extended and 
thus far successful. The same caution is still more required in dealing 
with branch libraries, as involving far greater expense. 

A comparatively small number of branch libraries, each well 
equipped and liberally endowed, will be more useful than a much larger 
number insufficiently provided for. So far the trustees have reason to 
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oongratnlate themselyes on i&e steady improyement in the East Cambridge 
branch ; but this improyement has been largely due to the fact that this 
branch, as being the first experiment, conld be carefully worked oat by 
itself and the best methods tried. It may be well to add that the 
recommendation of the librarian as to opening, it on Sunday has been 
adopted by the tmstees and has already gone into effect

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REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN 



GAMBRiDGBy Mabs., November 26, 1901. 

To the Trustees of the CamJbridge Publi/i Library : — 

GssTTLBMBH : — A jear ago, the two most urgent subjects to whidi 
I< called your attention were the crowded condition of the stack and the 
unsatisfactory quarters of the East Cambridge branch. 'Che appropria*- 
tion recently made by the City Council will supply within a few months 
the much needed addition to the stack wing of our building, and the 
xemoval of the branch library to a larger and more accessible room has 
already been accomplished. The former ward room on Fourth street^ 
which has now been given for our use, was not available when the branch 
was first started, and the opportunity to obtain it was gladly improved. 
This room is attractive in appearance, and in all such essential particulars- 
as location, floor space, light and ventilation, is much superior to the 
old quarters. Mr. Gray, the superintendent of public buildings, pre- 
pared the ward room very satisfactorily for our occupancy, with the 
money appropriated for this purpose by the City Council. A new floor 
is needed, however, and I recommend that this be laid during the 
ooming summer. 

It has been found advisable to make some slight changes in the 
hours of opening the East Cambridge branch, and it is now open from 
10 A. M. to 1 P. M., from 3 to 5.30 P. M., and from 6 30 to 9 P. M. I sug- 
gest that you consider the feasibility of opening the branch for readers 
on Sunday, at least during the winter months, for I feel confident the 
small additional expense would be justified by the use that would be 
made of the privilege. At the outset, the Sunday hours might be from 
2 to 6 P. M. ; and, should the patronage warrant, evening hours might 
fbllow. 

The painting of the walls and parts of the ironwork of the stack,. 
xiBoommended in my last report, was postponed, chiefly on account of the 
approaching extension of the building. It would be well to have this 
work done simultaneously with the painting of the new part of the stack. 
I suggest, also, that in your estimates for the coming year you include- 
the cost of resetting the stone steps at the main entrance of the library. 
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The Steps have long been in an unsatisfactory condition, and the repairs 
that have been made were necessarily of a temporary nature. 

The changes in the library staff during the past year have been caused 
Taj the resignations of Miss Callender and Miss Hallett, and also of the 
two evening attendants,' Mf. Taylor and Mr. Fearns. The vacancies in 
the regular staff have been filled by the election of Miss Effie L. Chapmaoi 
jBL Badcliffe graduate of the present year, and Miss L. Edna Brooks. Miss 
Brooks will begin her term of service December first. The present even- 
ing attendants are Mr. Howard B. Wilson and Mr. Chester A. Garfield. 
In accordance with a recent vote of your board, I have engaged as an 
^attendant for Sunday afternoons Miss Flora Lilienthal, who will take up 
the work which Miss Hallett has done so acceptably during the past 
seven years. The position of carrier has been filled, after a long but un- 
Avoidable dels^, by the election of Mr. Gilbert Davoren at a fixed salary, 
which is to cover all services that he may be required to perform. 

The abolition of the age limit, recommended in my last report, was 
at once put into effect by vote of the board of trustees. Many children, 
particularly between the ages of nine and thirteen, have taken advantage 
•of the privilege of obtaining borrowers' cards of their own. The results 
have been entirely satisfactory and have confirmed my opinion that the 
age limit, in this library at least, had become altogether unnecessary. 

A new registration of borrowers is always unwelcome, particularly to 
the public, and for this reason it is not made when it can well be avoided. 
But the freedom with which the privileges of our library are extended to 
those who are residents of Cambridge for very brief periods, including 
many students in the summer schools, has brought into use many bor- 
rowers' cards which it is now desirable to cancel. I think it will be 
;ftdvisable to begin a fresh registration next summer. 

The transfer of the local delivery work to the small room designed for 
the purpose at the end of the new stack will enable us to place in the 
children's room most, if not all, of the juvenile books intended for circu- 
lation. Thede books should be charged by an attendant in the room, and 
the relief that would thereby be afforded the general delivery desk would 
be especially welcome to the adult patrons of the library. An attendant 
who gives her entire time to the children, and who makes herself thor> 
^ughly acquainted with the books that are placed in their hands, is now 
A necessity in every library which pretends to make special provision for 
children. There is no member of our present staff who can make this 
Iher sole duty, and for this reason I think you may well consider the 
appointment of a new assistant for the purpose. The sole drawback to 
ithe plan as outlined is the limited amount of space in our children's 
troom, but it will be possible by a rearrangement of the tables to make the 
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room reasonably well adapted to our parposes. A probable result of such 
an attempt to enlarge the scope of the children's room will be the necessity 
of erecting a glass partition between this room and the main reading room. 
This suggestion I have already made in a prerious report. 

We have begun the enlargement of our meagre library of music by 
the addition of a small number of opera scores, and they have been in 
almost constant circulation. This department of the library has been too 
long neglected, and now that we are to have more room we should devote 
at least a small sum each year to its development. Within the next two 
or three years I hope it may be possible to make considerable additions 
to our collection of photographs, which have now become so important a 
feature of the educational work of the library. 

An examination of the statistics of the work of the year shows an in- 
crease of 3,113 in the circulation from the main library. The schools 
have failed to keep up to the figures of last year, and the number of 
books sent to the local stations has also fallen off. The latter decrease, 
however, is more than counterbalanced by the substantial increase at the 
East Cambridge branch and by the larger number of books taken out 
through the deposit collections, despite the fact that the record of the use 
made of the books in these collections is necessarily imperfect. The 
gain in circulation through the East Cambridge branch has been made 
in each quarter of the year, although a large part of the total increase has 
taken place since the removal to the present location. 

The most valuable gift of the year has been received from Mr. 
Nathaniel Cushing Nash, of Cambridge, and consists of a costly collection 
of art works, of which etchings form the most important part. Some of 
the volumes have been bound and placed on the shelves, and the remain- 
der will be bound during the coming year. The library has received this 
month from Dr. Augustus P. Clarke, trustee under the will of Lucius B. 
Paige, a collection of manuscripts, letters, etc., chiefly relative to the his- 
tory of Cambridge, and bequeathed to the library by Mr. Paige. Mrs. 
James Barr Ames has continued to give the publications of the Egypt 
exploration fund. The Hannah Winthrop chapter of the Daughters of 
the American Revolution has loaned the library for an indefinite period a 
set of the lineage books of the society, and these have been placed in our 
genealogical library. We are indebted, as usual, to the Harvard College 
library for lists of its accessions and for various duplicate volumes.

REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES OF THE CAMBRIDGE 

PUBLIC LIBRARY 



To the Honorable^ the City Council : — 

The trustees of the Cambridge Public Library respectfully submit 
this their forty-fifth annual report, covering the year ending November 
30, 1902. 

For the first time in five years 'there has been a change in the mem- 
bership of the board of trustees. Judge Jabez Fox declined a reappoint- 
ment, feeling unable to devote as much time to the duties of the position 
as he thought proper, and Judge Augustine J. Daly resigned for a similar 
reason. The former was succeeded by Dr. Eugene A. McCarthy, and the 
unexpired term of the latter was filled by Mr. John H. Hurley. 

The year has been a somewhat trying one for the trustees. The 
annual appropriation for the library had not been increased for five 
consecutive years, which was virtually an annual diminution, as the 
necessary expenses of the institution had increased from year to year 
with the greater demands upon it due to the growth of the city and the 
improvements in equipment and administration required by the progress 
of library science. The trustees therefore felt obliged this year to ask 
for a considerably larger appropriation, but to their surprise and disap- 
pointment the amount given them, instead of being increased, was made a 
thousand dollars less than for the previous year. Believing that this 
action must be attributed to a misapprehension of the needs of the library, 
they asked permission to appear by committee before the board of alder- 
men in order to explain what those needs were. This was done, but the 
appeal for more money was ineffectual. 

This decrease in the appropriation could not have been foreseen by 
the trustees, and it was not finally decided upon until several months of 
the new year had elapsed. Meanwhile the expenditures of the library 
has been going on at the former year's rate, and the retrenchment for the 
remainder of the year became an embarrassing problem for the trustees. 
After careful consideration how it could be solved without detriment to 
the most imperative interests of the library, they reluctantly decided to 
close the delivery stations, which, though a great convenience to many of 
its patrons, were not an absolute necessity. We hope that these stations 
may be re-established during the coming year. 
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The addition to the stack-room, which was arranged for last year, 
has been completed and will furnish a great relief to crowded shelves. 
It will not be entirely ready for use until the electric light installation is 
completed in January. 

It is to be hoped that funds may be provided for the additional 
assistant in the children's room, recommended by the librarian in his 
report of last year, and again this year. Other excellent suggestions of 
the librarian, with much information concerning the work of the past 
year, will be found in his report printed herewith. 

Much credit is due the librarian and his efficient corps of assistants 
that, notwithstanding the reduced income, the results of the year's work 
have been on the whole so satisfactory. Aside from the suspension of 
the local delivery, the chief loss has*been in the amount available for the 
purchase of books. This is a serious impairment of the resources of the 
library and is the more to be deplored because it has been going on for 
several years, all other expenses having increased while the appropriation 
has been stationary. 

The trustees may venture to remind the representatives of the people 
who are entrusted with the distribution of the public revenues that the 
library is an important part of our educational system. Its scope is 
broader and its clientage larger than those of the public schools. Xo 
institution supported by the money of the people is more democratic, in 
the best sense of the term. Its advantages are free to every man, woman, 
and child who can read. It is a supplementary department of every 
school, public or private, in the city, from the lowest grade to the 
highest, — a school for the teachers as well as the pupils. It is the high 
school for those who cannot continue their studies beyond the grammar 
school, and for those of mature age who had few opportunities for school 
training in their early years. It is the evening school, open every day, 
Sundays not excepted, for those who cannot attend the regular evening 
schools on account of their fixed hours and courses of study. It is the 
industrial school for the working man who has no other means of self- 
culture in his special craft. Its advantages are -eminently for those who 
are Ibast able to get them elsewhere, — who can buy few books and take 
few periodicals, but are here supplied with both in abundance ; and the 
cost of it is paid almost entirely by those who are least dependent upon 
its resources.

To the Trustees of the Cambridge Public Lihrwry : — 

Gentlemen : — The event of chief significance in the history of the 
library for the year now closing is the completion of the addition to the 
stack. A regrettable delay in the installation of the electric lights has 
prevented the full utilization of the newly-acquired space, but despite 
this dmwback most of the books have beeen arranged on the shelves 
which they are to occupy for a long time to come. In the basement are 
the general works, philosophy, and religion ; on the main floor, English 
prose fiction, biography, science, and useful arts, although eventually it 
will probably be. necessary to transfer the last-named division to the base- 
ment ; on the second floor, history (including travels) and sociology ; and 
on the topmost floor, literature, philology, and fine arts. Some volumes 
of American history which have been kept temporarily in the local history 
room have been removed to the stack, and this room now contains only 
, the local history of New England and New York, together with the gene- 
alogies. The library as a whole is now more systematically and conven- 
iently arranged than at any previous time in its history. 

Certain repairs which I recommended in my report last year have not 
been made for lack of money. To the list of these repairs there should 
be added another item, which has already received your approval, — the 
re-wiring of the old part of the stack to conform to the system, for which 
a contract has already been made, in the new part. I have previously 
pointed out to you that the old electric lights are not only unsatisfactory 
but wasteful, as there are but two switches for this portion of the 
building. • 

The decreased appropriation made for the library in the budget of 
this year, after we had already lived several months on the basis of last 
year's expenditure, necessitated a reduction in our expenses and resulted 
in the closing of our local delivery stations. This meant that many 
people who live at remote distances from the library were obliged to give 
up its use altogether. I earnestly hope you may find it possible to 
re-establish the stations early in the coming year ; but should this prove 
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to be impossible, I recommend that you consider the feasibility of deliver- 
ing books by express once or twice a week to one or more of the localities 
where experience has shown that the greatest need of a delivery service 
exists. 

As the delivery of books did not cease until the end of May, the 
schools were not materially affected until the beginning of the present 
term. An arrangement has recently been made for sending books to the 
schools by express once in two weeks, and the expense is borne by the 
school board. It should be a source of great gratification to us that the 
school work can go on, even though under somewhat less favorable condi- 
tions; for the total severance of relations between the schools and the 
library would be the greatest misfortune that could result from the 
abandonment of outside deliveries. We are fortunate in having among 
our nearest neighbors four large schools, the pupils of which make direct 
use of the library, and the volume of our school work is in consequence 
greater than the statistics of circulation show. But the teachers and 
pupils of all the schools have, or ought to have, a constant need of library 
books, and it is our duty to extend, so far as we can, to all the schools in 
the city the privileges enjoyed by those near at hand. 

On account of the prevalence of small-pox in the city, the library 
was closed, by recommendation of the board of health, from June 20, at 
noon, until the morning of June 28. The fear of contagion undoubtedly 
lessened the circulation of books during the summer, but the results in 
this particular were less noticeable than the popular excitement might 
have led one to expect. During the week when the library was closed, 
preparations were made for a new registration of borrowers, which had 
been planned for the early fall, and the registration was begun as soon as 
the doors were re-opened. It has progressed with unusual lack of friction, 
and 6,442 cards have been issued to date. In addition, 168 cards were 
given out to pupils in the Harvard summer school. 

Our music library has recently been somewhat enlarged, and we now 
have at least a satisfactory foundation for what is destined to be a useful 
and important department. Four sets of Underwood's stereoscopic views 
have been purchased, and the library now has seven in all. These photo- 
graphs are in almost constant use in the children's room, and I am con- 
vinced that the pleasure and profit which they yield warrant a still 
further increase in their number. They may be loaned to the schools. 

We have ordered during the year printed catalogue cards, issued by 
the Library of Congress, for most of the new, copyrighted books pur- 
chased and also for a limited number of old books for which cards were 
obtainable. As a rule, the printed cards are now promptly supplied, and 
they have proved to be highly satisfactory. The scope of these cards is 
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steadily being extended to include more and more of the books published 
before the plan was put into operation ; and the libraries of the country 
not only gain the advantages which printed cards possess over those that 
are typewritten or written by hand, but effect a considerable saving as 
the result of the consolidation of so much cataloguing. 

Work is progressing on a card catalogue for the East Cambridge 
branch, and a beginning has been made on a special catalogue of local 
history and genealogy, which is to be placed in the local history room. 

The employment of an assistant who should give all her time to the 
children was recommended in my last report, but the income of the library 
has admitted of no increase in the staff. The importance of advice and 
suggestion to children in their use of the library is now so clearly recog- 
nized that special training in work of this nature forms one of the most 
useful features of the curriculum of the library school. I trust you will 
reserve the subject for future consideration. 

We are trying the experiment, thus far with success, of holding 
regular meetings of the library staff for the interchange of views on the 
work of the different departments and for the discussion of suggestions 
for increasing the library's efficiency. There have been no changes in 
the regular staff during the year. I take this oppoi-tunity to thank my 
assistants for the interest they have shown in their work and for the 
faithfulness with which they have performed it. 

Appended to this report you will find the usual statistics of circula- 
tion, expenditures, etc. Until the recent arrangement, already spoken of, 
was made, we have been able to send but few books to the schools since 
the beginning of the present term. The burning of the Allston school 
building, whereby we lost seventeen books, interrupted our regular deliv- 
eries to that school, and the number of books sent during the rest of the 
year was small. There has been no local circulation during the latter 
half of the year except through the deposit collections, some of which we 
are still able to keep up, although we have no regular carrier. The circu 
lation of the main library and that of the East Cambridge branch are 
almost identical with the figures of last year. The loss in each case 
during the late spring and summer has been made up by a gain in the 
last quarter of the year.

REPOKT OF THE TRUSTEES OF THE CAMBRIDGE 

PUBLIC LIBRARY 



To the Honortzbley the City Council : — 

The trustees of the Cambridge Public Library respectfully submit their 
forty-sixth annual report, covering the year ending November 30, 1903. 

The details of the year's work are faithfully presented in the libra- 
rian's report and its appendices, and suggest strongly the growing impor- 
tance and usefulness of the library. The trustees, however, desire to 
emphasize the recommendations therein contained, and to offer such other 
suggestions as may in their judgment be conducive to the growth and 
prosperity of the library. 

At the outset they desire to call your attention to the necessity of re- 
painting the old stack and resetting the steps at the main entrance. These 
repairs may be made now at a moderate cost to the city. 

It is apparent to all that the value of a library in a community is de- 
pendent first upon the number and character of its books, and, in the 
second place, upon the readiness and ease with which these books may be 
put in the hands of the public. A large circulation may be said to be 
the best index of successful library work and may be consistent even with 
a comparatively small number of books. To develop and increase this 
circulation, therefore, is the constant purpose of the trustees and must 
recommend itself to all members of the City Council. Such development 
involves, it is true, the inevitable question of expense, yet the trustees 
hope that the recommendation of the librarian for a new catalogue or for 
a new finding list may meet with your cordial approval. Without such a 
ready reference the circulation of books through the schools and delivery 
stations is already much hampered. 

It has been frequently pointed out that the location of the library,, 
although geographically central enough, sometimes acted as a deterrent 
to the free use of this institution. The difficulty has been partially over- 
come during the present year by the re-establishment of the delivery sta- 
tions, some thirteen in various sections of the city being now maintained 
at an expense no greater than formerly incurred for eight. With suitable 
catalogues or finding lists the circulation through these stations might be 
easily doubled within the coming year. 
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In the early part of the present year the trustees gave very careful at- 
tention to the condition of the branch library located at East Cambridge, 
and as a result felt compelled to ask your Honorable Body for a special 
appropriation. The sum of one thousand dollars was granted and ex- 
pended largely in the purchase and repair of books. We are gratified to 
report that since the reopening of the branch its patronage has increased 
over two hundred per cent. 

In this connection the trustees beg to call your attention to the fact that 
heretofore the establishment of branch libraries was considered by them 
something of an experiment. It is now clear, as result of our experience 
during the past year, that the unsatisfactory condition of the East Cam- 
bridge branch was due to a lack of proper financial support, and that if 
deterioration is to be prevented in the future a larger annual approprisr 
tion becomes absolutely necessary. 

The demands for the establishment of branch libraries in other sections 
of the city are becoming more and more urgent, but it is hoped by the 
trustees that any action in this direction may be accompanied by a suit- 
able appropriation. 

The trustees again urge upon the attention of the City Council their 
conviction that the correspondence of the work of the library with that of 
the schools might be amplified and made much more intimate and profit- 
able by the appointment of an assistant who might give her whole time to 
this important work. 

Another method of value in utilizing the forces of the library is that 
of deposit collections. By means of a small expenditure on the part of 
the city, it would be possible to place a number of books in the rooms of 
every church, school, club, or association applying for the use of them, 
and giving the needful guarantees of proper care. By moving these col- 
lections from place to place at intervals of one month, a constant interest 
might be developed among those who otherwise would rarely come in con- 
tact with the work of the library. 

The trustees express with pleasure their approval and commendation 
of the intelligent and faithful work done by the various members of the 
library staff. A careful inspection of this work and an estimate of the 
time and ability devoted thereto have convinced the members of the Board 
that your Honorable Body should take these facts again under considerar 
tion with a view to the arrangement of a satisfactory basis of com- 
pensation. 

It is with much regret that the trustees have received the announcement 
of the resignation of the librarian, Mr. William L. R. Gifford. Coming 
to Cambridge in the year 1895, after the lamented death of Miss Almira 
L. Hayward, Mr. Gifford undertook with singular skill and untiring 
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patience the classification and cataloguing of all the books of the library 
according to the most approved modern methods. It is not too much to 
say that his success in this great work and his control of every adminis- 
trative detail have reflected credit not only upon himself, but upon the 
library and the city of Cambridge.

BEPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN 



Cambridge, Mass., November 27, 1903. 

To the Tmstees of the Camhrid^e Public Library: — 

Gbntlbhen : — I invite your attention to the following report of the 
work of the library for the year now closing. 

LIBRARY BUILDING. 

Early in the present year, electric lights were installed in the addi- 
tion to the stack. The system has proved to be economical and generally 
satisfactory, and it has recently been extended thoroughont the old part 
of the stack. The former wasteful method of lighting this part of our 
building has now been entirely superseded by a modern system which 
promises to yield excellent results. The completion of this work makes 
more apparent than ever before the desirability of re-painting the walls 
and portions of the ironwork of the old part of the stack, and I hope you 
may find it possible to do this during the coming year. The entire stack 
should then require very little in way of repairs for some years to come. 

The resetting of the steps at the main entrance of the building has 
again been postponed for lack of money. The steps can hardly be said to 
be unsafe, but in their present condition they are certainly unsightly. At 
the Trowbridge Street entrance slight repairs on the masonry have been 
made during the present month. 

LOCAL STATIONS AND SCHOOLS. 

Although the appropriation for the general expenses of the main lib- 
rary was practically unchanged from that of last year, it was deemed best 
to re-establish the local delivery stations. Through the willingness of the 
agents to accept a smaller compensation than heretofore, a considerable 
increase in the number was made possible. We now have thirteen, in- 
cluding the branch library, and nearly all of them have been in operation 
since April 4. The inceased number has naturally divided the work ac- 
cording to new lines, although North Cambridge still remains the district 
where we send the most books. New stations are often more or less of an 
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experiment, and every attempt to bring a new locality into closer touch 
with the main library is by no means sure to succeed. Two or three of 
our present delivery stations have as yet shown little indication that they 
are needed ; and unless they give stronger evidence of usefulness before 
the expiration of a year from the time of their establishment, it may be 
advisable to abandon them in fa*vor of some other locations. 

The arrangement described in my last report for sending books to the 
schools by express was continued through June at the expense of the school 
board, but with the beginning of the. fall term we again assumed the cost 
of delivery. Under the arrangement made by the school authorities, the 
books sent to each school were exchanged once in two weeks, and we have 
found by experience that most of the teachers prefer to keep them for 
fully that period of time. In order to faciliate the work of our carrier, 
we have accordingly divided the schools into two groups, to which deliv- 
eries are made alternately. This plan has given satisfactory results, and 
I do not think a better method can be devised without increasing the cost 
of the carrier service. 

CATALOGUE. 

The re-establishment of the local stations emphasizes a need which is 
particularly felt by the people who rarely come to the main library. To 
such persons the lack of a printed catalogue is a source of great inconven- 
ience. Our monthly bulletin furnishes information in regard to the new 
books, but there is no trustworthy printed guide to the old ones, other than 
fiction The classification of the library has made the old general catar 
logues of little value, and under any circumstances they would now be 
hopelessly out of date. A detailed printed catalogue is practically out of 
the question for a library as large as ours, and we must depend chiefly on 
the card catalogue, which is not accessible to patrons of the local stations. 
We could, however, issue a brief finding-list, omitting, if necessary, the 
books seldom consulted, and we might print from time to time lists devoted 
to special subjects. Short lists of this kind which have appeared in our 
bulletin have been found very useful ; and a series similar in character, 
though wider in scope and issued in pursuance of a general plan, would be 
of great service to the schools as well as to the local stations. In 1899 
we printed a fiction catalogue which is still in constant use, although the 
additions and inevitable changes made since it was issued have rendered 
a new edition most desirable. 

In our bulletin, which has nearly completed its eighth volume, we have 
adhered to the plan of giving full entries of books, with analysis of con- 
tents and also critical comment. The information thus afforded in regard 
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to the new books is well worth, in my opinion, the additional cost of print- 
ing. Our bulletin has apparently been of use to some of the smaller li- 
braries, for in addition to those with which we make regular exchanges of 
publications there are now forty-five libraries which pay the small sub- 
scription required in order to receive the bulletin regularly by mail. 

• 
EAST CAMBRIDGE BRANCH. 

The small annual appropriation for the support of the East Cambridge 
branch library proved to be iiisuflficient to keep it from deteriorating and 
altogether prohibited any permanent growth. A vigorous appeal to the 
City Council resulted in an additional appropriation of $1,000. The 
branch was then closed from June 15 to August 3, in order that a 
thorough renovation might be made. The attendant's desk was removed 
to another part of the room for the purpose of giving readers the benefit 
of the light from the west windows, and these windows were equipped 
with much-needed awnings. All books that needed rebinding were made 
presentable, and about five hundred volumes were bought, including both 
replaced books and additions. Three sets of stereoscopic views, similar to 
those in use at the main library, have been placed in the branch, and they 
have been in almost constant use by the children. A complete card-cata- 
logue of the books in the branch library is now available, although the 
patrons of the library still have free access to the shelves. In accordance 
with the wish expressed by the finance committee of the City Council, a 
comparatively small part of the additional appropriation was spent on the 
library room, in order that the books might receive chief consideraiion. 
For this reason the laying of a new floor was postponed, and the platform 
at the west end of the room, which is not needed, has beeh retained for 
the present. The general appearance and atmosphere of the place have 
been greatly improved by the changes made, but the improvement cannot 
be permanent unless we obtain for the branch library a larger annual ap- 
propriation than it has ever received previous to this year. 

Mr. Henderson, the attendant in charge, resigned in August, and his 
place was filled by the appointment of Miss Mary Curtis. Although with- 
out previous experience in libraiy work. Miss Curtis has taken up her new 
duties with enthusiasm and has been particularly successful in interesting 
the children to whose need the branch caters largely. 

LIBRARY STAFF. 

Several changes in the staff have occurred during the year. Miss Chap- 
man resigned in the spring to accept a more attractive position in the 
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library of the New England Historic Genealogical Society, and Miss Parker 
resigned in September to take a course of study at Eadcliffe. The vacan- 
cies thus caused were filled by the election of Miss Ellen M. Hayes and 
Miss Katharine A. O'DonnelL Miss Parker's admirable work as reference 
librarian has made this position one of constantly growing useftdness and 
importance, and in the readjustment caused by the two resignations this 
work has been ^signed, at her own request, to Miss Smith, one of our 
most experienced assistants. 

Miss Whitman has given up her position as Sunday attendant, and 
her place has been taken by Miss Florence Sewell. The ovei*sight of the 
children on Sunday now requires practically all the time of the attend- 
ant, and for this work Miss Sewell has shown a decided aptitude. An 
additional Sunday attendant is now required, whose entire attention 
should be given to the main reading-room and reference library. The 
gain to the patrons of the library would amply justify the small additional 
cost. 

PRENTISS BEQUEST. 

A welcome addition to the resources of the library came in December 
last in the form of a bequest from Miss Abigail L. Prentiss. The sum 
of $7,350.39 was received with which to establish the "William E. 
Saunders Alcove " in memory of a nephew of Miss Prentiss. By vote of 
the board of trustees, the southern end of the genealogical room has been 
so designated, and a suitable tablet is to be placed there to commemorate 
the gift. Nearly all the fund has now been invested in bonds of the 
city of Cambridge, and the income derived therefrom will probably 
suffice to furnish all the genealogies and local histories which we shall 
need. Inasmuch as the books bought from this fund must be kept 
together, it will doubtless be necessary in time to come to remove to the 
stack some of the books now in this room, but this can be done without 
causing serious detriment to the usefulness of the collection. The 
steadily increasing use that has been made of this department of the 
library has shown that the facilities afforded for genealogical research 
are esteemed by the community. Our field of purchase in local history 
is practically restricted to New England, and chiefly to Massachusetts. 

MISCELLANEOUS. 

We have recently added five new sets to our collection of stereoscopic 
views, and the total number is now twelve. They afford so much pleasure 
to the children who frequent the library that it is quite unnecessary to at- 
tempt to put an estimate on their direct educational value. 
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Meetings of the staff have been held once a month during the year. 
Kew books have been discussed, and informal talks have been given on 
several matters of library administration. 

The statistics of circulation, expenditures, etc., will be found as usual 
in the appendices. The circulation from the main library has fallen off 
during the last quarter so that the total is less than that of last year. The 
local circulation is gradually regaining lost ground, although as yet it is 
much smaller than it should be. The school circulation has made a de- 
cided incease, much of which is due to the Harvard school, which has taken 

« 

3,210 books from the library. Since the East Cambridge branch was re- 
opened, the circulation has gained notably, and the figures next year may 
be expected to exceed largely those of any previous year. 

1 have just received from the directors of the St. Louis Mercantile 
Library Association an invitation to become their librarian. The position 
offers so many advantages that I have accepted it, and it will accordingly 
be necessary for me to leave Cambridge early in the coming year. I shall 
give up my work here with many regrets, and I must leave unfinished 
much which I had hoped to complete. I wish to thank the members of 
the board of trustees with whom I have been associated for the confidence 
and support they have given me, and I am grateful to my assistants for 
their cordial and faithful cooperation. I trust you may find that my ad- 
ministration has helped in some degree to make our library useful to the 
people of Cambridge.

Branch Library is open from 10 to 1, 3 to 5.30, 6.30 to 9. 



REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES OF THE CAMBRIDGE 

PUBLIC LIBRARY 



To the Honorahlej the City Council of the City of Cambridge : — 

The trustees of the Cambridge Public Library respectfully submit 
their forty-seventh annual report, covering the year ending November 
SO, 1904. 

For details in the administration of this department, the trustees 
draw your attention to the summary of the year's work contained in the 
report of the librarian. In addition to a watchful care over these de- 
tails, the trustees have persistently sought to increase the efficiency of 
the library. To do this it is fairly evident that the interest of the 
people must be aroused and a demonstration of the advantages which the 
city freely offers to all must be made in every home. Besides it is 
necessary that your honorable body and all philanthropic citizens shs^U 
from time to time be informed of the increasing importance of the work 
intrusted to us and their generous co-operation solicited. Guided there- 
fore by the direction contained in the city ordinances, that the trustees 
shall '' extend the benefits of the institution as widely as practicable 
throughout the community," two new avenues of usefulness, viz., co-oper- 
ation with the work of schools, and traveling libraries, were suggested in 
the last annual report of this department. These suggestions were 
favorably received by members of the City Council and by the public at 
large and as a result the present year witnesses an advance in library 
work which promises much in the near future. 

The most important development and, when measured by its pos- 
sible results, the most beneficial work of the library, is that which may 
reasonably be expected from co-operation with the schools. For the past 
fifteen years the school committee has repeatedly expressed the wish 
that some arrangement might be made, whereby the facilities of the 
library might be more generally used by school children. By the 
appointment during the present year of a special assistant to take charge 
of this work, the trustees of the library have recognized in a practical 
way the importance of this line of work. The results, in so far as they 
are evident at this time, show conclusively the wisdom and the great 
possibilities of the plan. On the part of the school children the re- 
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sponse has been immediate and practically overwhelming, while on the 
part of the library the supply of suitable books has been nearly ex- 
hausted. The trustees are confident, therefore, that this legitimate and 
overwhelming demand will appeal strongly for special consideration on 
the part of the city council in order that the needs of the school children 
may in reasonable measure be satisfied. 

The so-called traveling libraries, although in use at the local deliv- 
ery stations but a part of the year, have already demonstrated their 
value. The limited appropriation granted for this purpose has up to the 
present time prevented the extension of this feature to associations, 
(duuches, clubs, etc. It is, however, the desire of the trustees to in- 
crease largely the number of such traveling libraries, inasmuch as they 
supply without delay the requirements of those who live at some dia* 
tance from the main library. 

The continued success of the East Cambridge branch library ig 
gratifying to the trustees. It should not be forgotten, however, that in- 
creased patronage entails depreciation in the condition of the books, eren 
when they are properly cared for. Additional expenditure for binding 
and renewals will therefore be necessary during the coming year. The 
frequent crowding of the branch, especially in the evening, calls for the 
appointment of an extra attendant to preserve order or to take charge of 
the issue of books. The trustees again recommend that the appropria- 
tion for the branch include a sum sufficient for the removal of the plat- 
form at the west end of the room, and also for the laying of a new floor. 
The former is an incumbrance, the latter a necessity. 

In January our librarian, William L. R. Gifford, severed his connection 
with the library to accept a similar position at the St. Louis Mercantile 
Library Association. The vacancy thus made has been filled by the 
appointment of Clarence W. Ayer, librarian of the Brockton public 
library. In addition to a wide experience, Mr. Ayer brings a prc^res- 
sive spirit and a hearty interest in all the varied aspects of library work. 
In June Miss Alice O'Brien was appointed in charge of the children's 
room. Much of her time will be devoted to fostering a taste for good 
reading among school children. Apart from the changes just noted, 
the staff remains the same and the trustees gratefully record their ap- 
preciation of the service rendered during the year. 

The progressive increase in the purely clerical work necessary to 
the efficient conduct of the library urgently calls for the appointment 
of a clerk who shall also have the qualifications of a stenographer and 
typewriter. Such work at present is done by some member of the staff 
who must be temporarily removed from the regular work of the library. 
As there are no substitutes to fill vaoanoies, the public service is to 
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extent embarrassed The librarian reports the need of a new cataloguer 
to meet the demands created by traveling libraries and school work. 

The necessity of branch libraries^ particularly in the neighborhood 
of Lafayette Square and in the northern section of the city, is again 
urged upon the attention of the city council. The ward-room of the old 
engine house in ward eleven, now used only as a voting place, might 
without great expense be made suitable for library purposes. Its situa- 
ation is central, and with proper furnishings, books and periodicals, the 
present needs of that locality might be satisfactorily met. 

The trustees have been informed this year that an addition to the 
trust funds of the library will be made by a legacy from the late James 
A. Woolson, amounting t-o $5,000, the income to be used for the purchase 
of books which shall be designated by a special book-plate. The trustees 
hope that this is but the first of many such gifts in the near future. 

The retirement from the board of trustees of Thomas Wentworth 
Higginson, after a service of many years during which he gave freely to 
the city the results of his intimate acquaintance with and discriminating 
taste in books, seemed to call for some acknowledgment on the part of 
his associates. Accordingly, in grateful recognition of the library's in- 
debtedness to him and by vote of the trustees, an alcove in the genea- 
logical room has been set apart and designated The Thomas Wentworth 
Higgginson Alcove. The library is further indebted to Colonel Higgin- 
son for a beautiful portrait of himself and this has been given a place in 
the Memorial room. Colonel Higginson was succeeded on the board by 
George F. McKelleget, and Dr. Fitzsimons, representing the school com- 
mittee, by William Taggard Piper.

REPORT OF THE LIBRARUN 



Cambridge, Mass., November 27, 1904. 

To the Trustees of the Cambridge Public Library : — 

Gentlemen : — I herewith submit the following report of the work 
of the library for the past year. 

ADMINISTRATION. 

In the resignation of Mr. Gifford as librarian, which took effect in 
January, following his acceptance of the position as librarian of the St. 
Louis Mercantile Library Association, the library lost the services of one 
of the ablest men in the profession. In the interval before my coming 
Miss Russell, the head assistant, served as acting librarian, and after my 
coming rendered me invaluable assistance in many administrative details. 
New conditions and demands have since made the time opportune for 
important changes in several branches of the service. It is the record of 
these changes that will naturally take more space than that of the 
growth and development of the library in its usual way. 

MAIN DELIVERY ROOM. 

In the delivery room two changes are especially worthy of note:. 
the removal of the newspaper racks and files, and the increase of space 
for books to be placed outside the stack. The two sections of open 
shelves which have been added to the delivery room have doubled the 
supply of books directly accessible to the public. On these shelves are 
placed the more recent, popular books, in order according to subject, and 
also books on special topics, old as well as new. Among the special 
topics have been Outdoor sports and Hunting and fishing, chosen for the 
summer, Louisiana Purchase, Russia, and Japan. It is proposed to 
add, with the new fiscal year, groups of books forming " Rotation lists," 
so-called, chosen in order by topic, old as well as new. By a special 
arrangement the books bearing the current date are brought together on 
the open shelves, in two groups, fiction and non-fiction, the latter also 
subdivided by classes. By this arrangement the borrower can tell at a 
glance, without consulting the desk assistants, which of the latest books 
may be in. The popularity of the latest fiction is shown by the empti- 
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ness of the shelf reseryed for it, there being seldom more than five books 
on the shelf at one time, and often none at all. On thB other hand the 
fulness of the shelves for non-fiction shows clearly, by comparison, that 
the public taste is hard to direct. In order to encourage the use of 
books not fiction, a second card, of a different color,* excluding fiction, is 
issued to all borrowers wishing it. 

NEWSPAPERS IN THE MEMORIAL ROOM. 

The removal of the long case of autographs and pamphlets from the 
outer to the inner Memorial room was found to be almost the only 
change necessary to provide ample space for the newspaper racks and 
files, without interfering, at the same time, with the use of the room 
for its former special purpose. In fact, the valuable autograph case has 
now a much better light than before, from the high windows of the 
inner room. The opening of the double doors on the side of the main 
entrance to the delivery room has not only added to the attractiveness 
of the main entrance, but also induced some to visit the Memorial 
rooms, through the medium of the newspapers, who had never been 
there before. The only other equipment necessary for this cordially 
welcomed change was the purchase of a dozen chairs. 

LOCAL AND SCHOOL DELIVERY ROOM. 

The most considerable expense was incurred in fitting up the empty 
room at the end of the stack for the local and school delivery and for 
a general work room. Those parts of the service had previously been 
confined to the children's room, at desks within railings along its east 
side. The old lift in the basement was reset in a corresponding position 
below the new room. The change has been advantageous to both the 
children's room and the work in the new room. Tlie excellent light from 
the high windows makes the new room especially attractive in mild 
weather, but the problem of heating it in cold weather may be difficult 
to solve. Even now the room is too small, much of the repair work be- 
ing done at a large desk placed just outside one of its doors, in a corner 
at the end of the stack. The other corner will soon be needed, as the 
work increases. 

CHILDREN'S ROOM. 

In June the children's room underwent several important but easily 
made changes. By the insertion of an extra line of shelves around the 
iroon^, by the traasfer of the back numbers of the unbound periodicals to 
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shelves inside the stack, and by the removal of the local and school deliv- 
ery and other work to the new room at the end of the stack, space was 
gained sufficient to hold all the juvenile books. These have been taken 
from the stack aod arranged in order, according to subject, fiction oc- 
cupying the shelves along the inner wall and all other books the outer 
wall. Free access to these shelves is now permitted and the books are 
charged and discharged directly from the assistant's desk at the inner 
end of the room. For greater convenience to the very young children 
three more long and low tables, seating eight children each, in smaller 
and more comfortable chairs, have been provided and the other tables 
and chairs cut down. All these changes were at once welcomed by the 
children. Throughout the summer the attendance in the children's room 
avers^ed larger than that of the main reading room, and throughout the 
fall the increase has been constant, reaching its height during the past 
two weeks, owing to a special cause to be described below. The open 
position of the end of the children's room adjoining the main reading 
room is objectionable for obvious reasons. An adequate remedy would 
be the closing in of both open arches by partitions of wood and glass, 
corresponding to those at the other end of the room, next the office, but 
the expense would be considerable. 

EAST CAMBRIDGE BRANCH. 

The continuous, rapid growth of the East Cambridge branch is abun- 
dant witness to the wisdom of the increase ol appropriation for the past 
year, and to the good work being done through the branch for that por- 
tion of the city. The assistant in charge, Miss Mary Curtis, brings to 
her work a wide acquaintance with the people of her community, especi- 
ally with the children, and an active interest in meeting their needs as 
they arise. To this fortunate combination is due a large measure of 
the success of the branch. A considerable interest in art has been 
awakened, during the last half year, by the exhibitions of photographs, 
loaned in sets by the Library Art club, of which the branch has itself 
become a member. For their better display in the room a large double 
screen of my own designing was obtained, in the fall the walls of the 
rooms were adorned with eight new and large-sized photographs, two of 
them in color and the two largest being of the Capitol at Washington 
and the Sir Galahad, reproduced from the painting by Watts-Dunton. Of 
the additions of books the most important has been a set of the New 
International Encyclopaedia in the latest edition in twenty volumes. 
In April was placed on the shelves a new supply of children's books, 
which have been in great demand. The popularity of this branch is a

source of great satisfaction to all, and ought to make more and more 
evident the similar need in other parts of the city, notably Lafayette 
Square and North Cambridge. 

CO-OPERATION WITH THE SCHOOLS. 

A vigorous attempt has been made during the last half of the year 
in the direction* of closer co-operation between the work of the library 
and that of the schools. Certain of the grammar schools have been 
found to take little interest in this work, as compared with certain other 
schools which have been active users of the library books, as the fig- 
ures of their circulation show, the Harvard and the Putnam schools 
leading. A new start was made in April, in the purchase of a consider- 
able supply of new books for direct use in connection with the schools, 
but these did not become available for all the schools until fall. The 
most important step in this matter was taken in the appointment in 
May of a new assistant. Miss Alice O'Brien, a^ native of Cambridge and 
a graduate this year of Boston University, to take charge of the child- 
ren's room and of the special work of visiting the schools in the interest 
of the library.. As a further means of stimulating interest in this work 
of co-operation short informal talks on the use of the library and of the 
children's room have been given by the librarian and Miss O^Brien in all 
the grammar schools of the city, exclusive of the primary grades. The 
first of these talks was given in the new Kelley school by request of its 
principal, Mr. Getchell, just before the close of the last school year. In 
the fall the request for further co-operation made by the board of trus- 
tees led to the appointment by the school committee of a special commit- 
tee of three, consisting of Mr. Adams, Mrs. Chase, and Rev. Mr. Walker, to 
confer with the special committee of the library, consisting of Mr. Piper 
and the librarian. As the result of their meeting and of a meeting with 
the masters of the grammar schools arranged by Superintendent Cogswell, 
the special talks before the pupils were given. All expectations have 
been exceeded. Not only did the talks seem welcome to the pupils in 
the school rooms, but they induced many to come to the children's room 
of the main library from long distances, partly to pay a visit and partly 
to take out new cards and books. On Saturdays especially the child- 
ren's room has been over-crowded, and the increased demand for books 
has left the shelves, at times, almost empty. The books most wanted 
could not be supplied, and the circulation suffered accordingly, the 
original stock being many times insufficient. This condition applies 
equally well to the special collection of school duplicates, which is now 
being given a place at the end of- the stack for the exclusive use of 
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teachers in this work. The pressure can be adequately relieved in only 
one way, by the immediate purchase and circulation of a large number of 
books, new and old. In this way only can co-operation between library 
and schools succeed and be placed on a permanent basis. The need of a 
larger appropriation to meet this special demand becomes more and 
more evident. 

LOCAL DELIVERY STATIONS. 

The usefulness of the local delivery stations is shown by the figures 
for circulation in Appendix I. Most of the stations have large gains 
to their credit, the circulation more than doubling that of last year. 
It is to be borne in mind, however, that the local stations were not re- 
opened last year until April. Mr. Hunnewell's station leads with 5,932 ; 
Mr. Dow's comes next with 2,368; Mr. Lombard's, Mr. Gove's, Mr- 
Martin's and Mr. Nelson's follow close together in the next group ; Mr. 
Murphy's and Miss Phillips's form another group, with about triple 
increases ; St Paul's Settlement shows the largest proportion of increase 
(98 to 328) ; Mr. O'Donnell's and Mr. Lynch's are at the foot of the list 
with surprisingly small showings. Most of these local delivery stations 
have abundantly proved their right to stay, and promise increased useful- 
ness if they are given an adequate supply of books as requested. For 
convenience of distribution duplicates of new and popular books are 
being reserved at the main library, through which borrowers at the local 
stations can be assured of a fair proportion of the books most in demand. 

TRAVELING LIBRARIES. 

The newest feature of the work of the year is the so-called •* travel- 
ing library." Within the last two months nine lots of books, numbering 
fifty volumes each, have been sent to as many local delivery stations. The 
choice of books for each lot was divided evenly between fiction and non- 
fiction, and it comprised a representative selection of popular books on all 
subjects, old as well as new. After these lots have run their course in 
their present places, they will all be exchanged and '< travel " to other 
stations. It is intended to add, within a short time, three more lots, and 
send them to the three remaining stations. These <' traveling libraries " 
are designed not only to provide the stations with good reading of a popular 
kind, but also to supplement the work of the local delivery in such a 
manner as to afford some sort of recompense for failures on the part of 
borrowers to get from the main library, through the regular local deliv- 
ery, the book or books for which they may have, from time to timOi 
sent. Each lot is to be considered separate from the books sent through 
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the local delivery, and to be separately charged on slips, without cards, 
except for identification. Their, welcome was immediate and cordial. 
Within a short time three stations were calling for more books. These, 
unfortunately, could not be supplied, owing to lack of duplicates at the 
main library and to the necessity of first sending lots to the remaining 
stations. To the president and the librarian, as a special committee, 
were intrusted the details of establishing these ^< traveling libraries." It 
is intended that their usefulness shall not stop with the local delivery sta- 
tions, but that it shall reach out, in course of time, to clubs, societies, 
fire stations, churches, and other organizations. They have proved to 
meet, in part at least, a long-felt want and serve to indicate another 
avenue of opportunity for the library and another call for a larger 
appropriation. 

GIFTS AND BEQUESTS. 

The most important news of the year under this heading is the be- 
quest, amounting to $5,000, made to the library in accordance with the 
terms of the will of the late James A. Woolson, the income thereof to 
be devoted to the purchase of books under the direction or at the sug- 
gestion of his daughter, Eda A. Woolson,, since become the wife of 
Dean Hurlbut, of Harvard College. The formal announcement of the 
bequest to the trustees by the executors has just been received. Like 
the Prentiss bequest, first announced two years ago, and available last 
year, this new bequest will, when it becomes available, aid materially 
in the purchase of special books for the library, and in enlarging the 
scope of choice among the finer and more expensive books which might 
seem desirable acquisitions for the library, and yet which it might not 
seem advisable to charge to the account of the city appropriation. 

Of the gifts of books the most considerable came from the estate of 
James Chaplin Fisk, on Quincy St., including, among fine editions of 
some of the standard English poets, a set of Justin Winsor's Narrative 
History of America, a duplicate of which was needed. 

The transfer of the Wyman collection of medical books to the 
Boston Medical Library, in accordance with the terms of the arrange- 
ment previously made, was effected in April, after continuous work of 
preparation by several assistants for nearly three weeks, which was in 
charge of Mr. Thayer of our staff. The room at the head of the stair- 
case to the left of the main entrance to the library, in which the medi- 
cal collection has been deposited since it was given to the library, is now 
available for another purpose, but its small size limits its usefulness. It 
could well be made an art and music room, open at special hours under 
the care of an attendant. 
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CIRCULATION. 

The statistics of circulation, expenditures, etc., may be found in 
the usual appendices. The total circulation of 192,356 shows a credit- 
able increase of 20,201 over that of last year, the large increase in the 
East Cambridge branch and the local stations being needed to offset the 
small decrease of 4,782 at the main library. The figures for the circula- 
tion from the children's room beginning June 23, 13,823, are disappoint- 
ing in that they fail to represent what the circulation might easily have 
reached, if there had been an adequate supply of juvenile books. It is to 
be recognized, also, that many children, especially those living in the 
immediate neighborhood, often come to the library only for the maga- 
zines, illustrated books, and the stereoscopic views, of which there are now 
nineteen sets, in almost constant use. This is necessarily the case with 
the crowds of very young children who come on Sunday, because the cir- 
culation is closed on that day. With adults, too, the use of the extra 
card for non-fiction is not conducive to any considerable increase in circu- 
lation, for the reason that the classes of books to which it is restricted 
can be read less quickly than fiction, and consequently are exchanged 
less frequently. This circumstance offers no objection to the two-card 
system, but points, on the contrary, to an increasing use of the more seri- 
ous kinds of reading. 

STAFF. 

The staff remains the same as last year with the exception of the 
addition of Miss O'BrieD. Miss Smith returns to her work as assistant 
cataloguer, and her place as reference librarian has been taken by Miss 
Brooks. With the present staff the pressure of the work in the cata- 
loguing room can be^ relieved only by calling off other members of the 
staff from their own appointed work, often to the disadvantage of the 
whole service. The next need is a trained cataloguer. The increase of 
circulation through the local delivery has borne heavily upon those who 
have direct charge of it, and the expected increase of the school circula- 
tion will add to the same burden. 

In conclusion I am eager to express my gratitude for the cordial 
support that has been given me by the board of trustees and by the mem- 
bers of the staff during the eight months of my service as librarian.

REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES OF THE CAMBRIDGE 

PUBLIC LIBRARY 



To the Honorable f the City Council of the City of Cambridge : — 

The trustees of the Cambridge Public Library respectfully submit 
their forty-eighth annual report, covering the year ending November 30> 

1905. 

Such a report should include not only a record of what has been ac- 
complished during the past year, but also a statement of what may reason- 
ably be expected from an institution owned and supported by the citizens 
of Cambridge. An analysis of the work of the past year and a compre- 
hensive statement of the needs of the library will be found in the report 
of the librarian, of which we ask your careful consideration. The trustees, 
however, desire to draw your attention to the very gratifying increase in 
the circulation of books and to express their belief that while this is not 
a complete measure of the work done by the library, it may fairly be 
taken as evidence of a larger and wider usefulness. A like, if not indeed 
a greater increase in patronage has been noted in the reference department, 
though such use of books is not included under the heading '^ circulation." 

The traveling libraries and local stations continue to meet, in part at 
least, the requirements of those living at some distance from the main 
library. Much more, however, might be done in this directon and it is the 
earnest wish of the trustees to increase the number of the traveling 
libraries, thereby bringing the main library into closer contract with all 
sections of the city. In view of the extra work in caring for the travel- 
ing libraries, it seems desirable to increase the compensation allotted to the 
agents at the local stations. In some cases this will be necessary if the 
stations are to be maintained. 

The trustees reaffirm their belief that co-operation with the schools 
is one of the most important developments of library work. The experi- 
ence of the past year has been encouraging, notwithstanding the limita- 
tions springing from lack of financial means. A large number of reference 
books is urgently needed. 

The room reserved during the past year for the use of newspaper 
readers has been greatly appreciated by the public, and has served, more- 
over, to relieve the frequently overcrowded circulation department. 

The income from the generous bequest of the late James A. Woolson 
is now available, and with the consent of his daughter, Mrs. Byron S. 
Hurlbut, has been used in the purchase of music scores. At present the 
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library possesses a fair collection of books relating to the theoretical and 
practical aspects of this art, and it is desirable that these may be easily 
accessible to students and to music lovers. A similar advantage would 
result from massing in one place all books pertaining to other fine arts. 
By the transfer of the Wyman library to the custody of the Boston 
Medical Library space is now available for the development of a project 
which has for some time been under consideration, viz., the formation of 
a department. of Fine Arts. As books of this class are usually purchased 
from the income of special funds, the only expense upon the city would 
be that entailed in suitably preparing the room. The trustees therefore 
recommend that a sufficient appropriation be granted for this purpose. 

The branch library at East Cambridge reports a creditably successful 
year. The appointment of an extra assistant has been of great benefit, 
enabling Miss Curtis, the assistant in charge, to give much needed help 
to the patrons of the branch. The limited appropriation granted for the 
past year prevented the contemplated changes in the room. It is hoped 
that these improvements may be undertaken during the coming year. 

The main library building is now open to the public from 9 a. m. 
until 10 p. M. During the fall and winter months the services of the 
janitor are required as early as 6 a. m. and oftentimes as late as 11 p. m. 
' Of necessity, each day at meal times and occasionally at other times, the 
janitor is not within the building. The trustees are of opinion that at all 
times while the library is open to the public some competent man should 
be present and they therefore ask that they be given the means to employ 
an assistant janitor. 

As a result of the change in schedule and more especially of the 
increase in the volume of work accomplished during the past year, greater 
demand has been made upon the various members of the staff. The 
trustees gratefully commend the spirit with which this demand has been 
met by the librarian and his assistants. The need of a new cataloguer 
is more keenly felt now than formerly. Until such an appointment is 
made the work of all departments of the library will be, to some extent, 
embarrassed.

To the Trustees of the Cambridge Public Library : — 

Gentlemen : — I herewith submit the following report of the work 
of the library for the past year. 

STATISTICS OF GROWTH. 

The growth of the library, as shown by the statistics in Appendix I, 
has been marked in all its departments. The total circulation is 228,779, 
as against 192,356, last year, an increase of 36,423. The circulation 
from the children's room reached 35,774, an increase of about one-third 
over that of last year. This being the first full year of the traveling 
libraries, a comparison can be only partially made. The fact, however, 
that the traveling libraries, with one exception, are placed with the local 
delivery stations, and that their totals are more than half the whole count 
at those stations, 10,368 and 18,357 respectively, is sufficient testimony to 
the importance of this branch of the service. The circulation through the 
schools has inci'eased one-third, from 12,264 to 16,430. The East Cam- 
bridge branch library has less increase to record this year than last year 
the totals being 36,221 and 35^057, a gain of 1,164. 

MAIN DELIVERY ROOM. 

The open shelves of the main delivejry room have been filled, for the 
most part, with recent and popular books, in a convenient arrangement 
by classes. The single shelf reserved for the latest fiction is often empty, 
and always sufficient to hold all the books of the class that may be in at 
any one time, as compared with a whole adjoining section of four shelves 
of the latest non-fiction, which is always well-filled. This increasing 
demand for fiction cannot be met in the usual way. A partial attempt to 
meet it was made in November, by placing on trial the special service 
offered by the Booklover's library, of " forty books exchangeable at the 
Boston office, as often as desired, at the rate of $10.00 a month.'' 
These forty books have circulated 150 times in 25 days, a showing 
sufficiently satisfactory to warrant a continuance of the experiment for 
at least another month, and perhaps to add another lot for circulation 
through the local stations. The first of the '^Rotation lists," so-called, 
was started in February, with General History as the special topic. The 
books are chosen to fill only one of the open shelves of the main delivery 
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room, and are to " rotate " once in two weeks or lonp^er, history by periods 
and local history following general history. After history will follow 
other groups, in rotation throughout the stack, so that, in course of time, 
the more popular books on all subjects will have had their turn on the 
open shelves. At one time half the books were out, and as these included 
older as well as newer books on each special topic, the showing has been 
very satisfactory, as illustrating the fact that people may often be induced 
to take out such books, if only they are given a good opportunity to see 
and examine them beforehand. The open shelves are especially well 
adapted to meet this condition. 

NEW SCHEDULE OF HOURS. 

A new schedule of hours of circulation at the main librarv went into 
effect March 1, by which both the public and the library staff have been 
benefited. Instead of from 10 a. m. to 8 p. m., as heretofore, the time 
for the delivery of books was extended two hours each day, from 9 a. m. 
to 9 P.M. By making use of a system of relays, the desk assistants are 
on duty only three evenings, instead of four, each week, and not more than 
three mornings, instead of five, as heretofore; and the other assistants 
have been given still less evening work, instead of the previous rule of 
four evenings each week, exclusive of the cataloguing staff, which now 
has no evening schedule. The reading and reference room added one hour, 
from 9 to 10 p.m., the hour of closing remaining the same as before, 10 p.m. 
A change was made in the summer schedule for the reading room by fixing 
the hour of closing at 9 p.m., from June 15 to September 15. The chil- 
dren's room was closed "for the delivery of books at 8 p.m., and to all 
readers at 9 p.m. 

NEWSPAPER ROOM. 

The convenience of the Memorial room for newspaper files and tables 
has been shown by the steady and increasing attendance. Another long 
table will soon be needed, especially on Sunday afternoons, and it will 
have to be placed in the inner Cambridge room. Two walls of this inner 
room have been furnished with rods and wires for the support of the 
photographs loaned by the Library Art Club, There has never been suf- 
ficient wall space in the library for the proper display of these Library 
Art Club collections. Portable stands, with wire meshing, like the one 
provided for the East Cambridge branch library, a year ago, would be a 
considerable aid. An art room, convenient of access, is much needed. 
The room over the main entrance, which was formerly used for the 
Wyman collection of medical books, would serve well such a purpose, 
except for the drawback of its location on the second floor. 
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CATALOGUING AND REFERENCE DEPARTMENTS. 

In addition to the regular routine, which has included the preparation 
of nearly 2,000 more books than last year, the cataloguing department 
completed a revision of the juvenile fiction. Other work of revision, 
eapecially the re-cataloguing of the large miscellaneous collection of old 
books, now shelved on the basement floor of the stack, and entered chiefly 
in the old printed catalogues, in four separate alphabets, has had, from 
year to year, to be indefinitely postponed. The exclusion of this col lee* 
tion from the card catalogue has at times caused some inconvenience and 
misunderstanding as to the resources of the library on any given topic, 
and until this work of re-classification is done, the card catalogue will 
continue to be to that extent crippled and insufficient. Besides the usual 
number of special lists for the monthly Bulletin, a separate edition of the 
Christmas list was issued, numbering 500 copies. At the request of the 
superintendent of schools, Mr. Francis Cogswell, a revised and enlarged 
list of books on education was included in his annual report, with a sepa- 
rate edition of 200 copies for the library. The list of books comprising 
the "Traveling health library" will be described below. In the fall 
four special lists were prepared for Mr. R. H. Gallagher and his classes 
in the Rindge Manual Training School, on forestry and trees, pattern 
making and foundry practice, woodworking and carpentry, and mechani- 
cal drawing. For much of this work the reference librarian gave valuable 
assistance, but too often the pressure of work in the cataloguing depart- 
ment has interfered with the best conduct of the reference department. 
In spite of this the reference department has come to be recognized as a 
distinct and co-ordinate part of the library service. 

CHILDREN'S ROOM. 

The increase of one-third in the circulation forms one of the most 
notable features of the work of the year. The changes completed last 
year have made the children's room well adapted to its special purpose 
There is an immediate need of a new delivery desk at the end of the 
room and of more tables and chairs for the smaller children, especially on 
Sunday afternoons. There is need, also, of duplicating a number of 
reference books, so that they can be kept and used in the children's room^ 
instead of obliging the children, to some occasional annoyance of adult 
readers, to go to the main reference room for this part of their work. 
The extra depth of the shelves has caused the smaller children much dif- 
ficulty in handling the books. They should be cut down or be provided 
with false backs. Six sets have been added to our large collection of 
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stereographs, making in all twenty-fiv^ sets, of which the last purchased 
was the set on the Philippines. Their popularity seems undiminished, 
and their use by adults is on the increase. . 

SCHOOL CIRCULATION. 

The work of co-operation between the library and the schools was 
furthered by the purchase, in December. 1904, of a large supply of new 
books, both for the school delivery and for the children's room. The 
City Council not only granted the petition of the trustees to be allowed to 
expend for this purpose $500, in addition to the other expenditures for 
that month, but later made morie than good this amount by an increase of 
91,000 in the annual appropriation, of which a fair proportion was to be 
expended in the service of the traveling libraries and the local stations. 
This year the Putnam school leads the Harvard school, with figures 
respectively of 2,489 and 2,236. The Roberts school comes next, with a 
count of 2,051. The Morse school has 1,032, in spite of the fact that it 
possesses a large school library of its own. The Kelley school drops to 
569 ; the Wellington school is at the foot of the list, with 485. The new 
Houghton school has its proportion of books for the first time this fall. 
A collection of duplicates for school use is now forming at the end of the 
main stack, for the convenience of the assistants in charge and also of the 
teachers. With the increase in the supply of new books it has been 
found practicable to extend the times of exchange from two weeks 
to two months, a relief that is appreciated by both the staff and the 
teachers, and at the same time a saving in the wear and tear of the books 
from less frequent transportation by the carrier. A new charging system 
was carried into effect in March, based on the Newark system and 
designed to secure greater accuracy in the count of the circulation. An 
important extension of the school service was made in November by send- 
ing a first instalment of books to the large parochial school of St Mary's, 
on Harvard Street, at the request of its principal. Rev. Michael J. Doody. 
Instead of talks before the children in the school halls, visits were made 
by the librarian to the principals of all the schools, and arrangement-s 
were considered by which the pupils of the grammar grades might come 
to the library for special instruction, at such times as might be taken 
from the regular school routine. It is hoped that in this way the work of 
cooperation will be carried one step further. 

TRAVELING LIBRARIES. 

This new and interesting feature of the work of the library has borne 
out the promise of its beginning, a year ago this fall. Thus far, with 
one exception, the regular local stations have become the depositories of 
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the traveling libraries. Mr. HunnewelPs station continues to lead in 
this, as in the regular local delivery service, with 1,949 as his count. 
The station of the first twelve last to be established, that of Mr. Martin, 
on Lafayette Square, has shown the largest proportion of increase, being 
a close second with 1946. Mr. Dow'3 station is third, with 1,832; 
Mr. Murphy's fourth, with 1206; and Mr. Gove's is the smallest of the 
older' stations, with 370. At some of the stations more use is made of 
the traveling libraries than of the local delivery service. In order to* 
meet the demand for fiction six of the traveling libraries have been 
enlarged, in the course of the year, from 50 to 75 books each, fiction< 
and non-fiction then standing in the proportion of two to one. These 
increases have been made entirely from the most recent fiction. The- 
distribution of the traveling libraries over the city has served to com- 
pensate, in part ait least, for the distance of most of the local stations, 
from the main library. It has often been found more satisfactory to^ 
take out a book from the traveling library at the nearest station, even 
if it is not a late one, than to wait for the doubtful chance of getting 
a late book from the main library through the local delivery. As th& 
books comprising the traveling libraries are charged directly from 
each local station, on slips without cards, separately from other library 
books, the two forms of the service may be made use of at the same time. 
This care of the traveling libraries having more than doubled the work 
of the local stations, an increase of compensation on the basis of circula- 
tion should be considered for all the stations, as was done, last May, for 
the station in Lafayette Square. 

A new departure in the use of the traveling libraries was made, in 
May, by extending the privilege to private clubs, as distinguished from 
the local stations established by the city. The first application to be 
considered was that of the Douglas Club, of North Cambridge. The 
books for this traveling library, the thirteenth in the series, were limited 
in number to 25, and chosen, by request of the president of the Club, 
Mr. John H. Mahoney, partly from an educational point of view, in the 
proportion of 15 books of non-fiction to 10 of fiction. Their instalment 
at the quarters of the Club, on Dudley Street, gave occasion for a talk by 
the librarian on the books comprising the new traveling library, and also 
on the advantages to be derived from the nearness of the regular local 
station at Lombard's drug store on Eice Street. A similar talk was 
given, earlier in the year, before the Cambridge Men's Forum, connected 
with the St. Paul's Social Settlement on Portland Street. 

A traveling library of still another kind was in January placed on a 
reserved shelf in the main reading room. It was requested by Mrs. Rufua 
P. Williams, in behalf of the State Federation of Women's Clubs and 
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the local Anti-tuberculosis Association. Called the '< Traveling health 
library/' it is designed to aid in the local movement against the spread of 
consumption. This special collection is a duplicate of the one owned by 
the State Federation, which is being sent to various cities and towns 
throughout the State. A list of books contained in this Health library 
was printed in our library Bulletin for April, and a supplementary edition 
of 500 copies was issued for distribution at the meeting of the Cantabrigia 
Ciub, on April 5. 

LOCAL STATIONS. 

The local stations have gained in importance as being also deposi- 
tories of the traveling libraries. Those which did well last year have 
shown consistent increases this year. Here again Hunnewell's station is 
far in the lead, with 5,425 as his count. Lombard's station is next, with 
about half as many, exactly 2,766; Gove's is third, with 2,202; Dow's 
fourth, with 1,510; and Martin's fifth, with 1,466. The lowest of the 
stations is Yerxa's, with only 679. Three stations which have never been 
successful, those at A. E. Lynch's drug store, 118 Hampshire Street, 
Joseph O'Donnell's drug store, 903 Cambridge Street, and St. Paul's 
Social Settlement, 50 Portland Street, were discontinued at the end of 
the third quarter. Two of their places were supplied in October by new 
stations at the Conley drug store, 136-138 River Street, and at A. W. 
Kidder's drug store, 169 Harvard Street, corner of Windsor Street. These 
stations are promising well. The third station has not yet been placed. 
A large section of the city below Inman Square is now deprived of repre- 
sentation through local stations. The fact that it has not been well 
covered makes all the more desirable some strong effort to supply the 
deficiency. No other part of the city is so much in need of aid from the 
library, such as might best be furnished by a local station at a suitable 
place in charge of an interested agent. 

EAST CAMBRIDGE BRANCH. 

The work of the East Cambridge branch library has increased to such 
an extent that it has been found necessary to add another assistant for a 
part of the time, and Daniel F. Burke has served well in this capacity, 
since his appointment in May. The circulation at this branch has more 
than held. its own. Its central location and the nearness of the large 
Putnam school have helped its popularity, the principal of the latter, Mr. 
F. B. Thompson, testifying to the efficiency of this branch. With an 
additional assistant Miss Curtis can be relieved of some of the routine 
of the work, especially at crowded times, and be freer to give her atten- 
tion to continuing the development of the branch along the lines which 
she has so well started. 
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GIFTS AND BEQUESTS. 

The bequest to the library of J5,000, in accordance with the terms 
of the will of the late James A. Woolson, has this year become available, 
formal announcement of which was received by the trustees at the close 
of the last year. The income of this fund has been devoted to the pur- 
chase of a special list of music scores, prepared by the librarian and 
submitted for approval, under the terms of the will, to the- daughter of 
the donor, Eda A. Woolson, now Mrs. Byron S. Hurlbut. By vote of 
the trustees, the income of the William E. Saunders fund will henceforth 
be devoted to the purchase of books on local history, as well as to books 
on genealogy, as heretofore limited. A bronze tablet, bearing, in accord- 
ance with the terms of the will of the Prentiss bequest, the inscription, 
<< William E. Saunders alcove," has been given a suitable place in the 
local history room. A gift of a portrait of William E. Saunders was 
presented by George S. and Francis E. Siaunders and hung at their request 
in thp William E. Saunders alcove. Of the other gifts within the year, 
the most notable is that by Mr. Joel B. Orne of the Records of the Cam- 
bridgeport Philolegical Society, in three volumes, from 1840 to 1 848, the 
italicized word being defined by Dr. Wm. W. Wellington, one of the 
prominent members of the Society, as <'a compound of two Greek and 
Latin words signifying *love of reading.'" 

THE STAFF. 

The resignation of Mr. Alfred E. Thayer, which came in November, 
created a vacancy which it will not be easy to fill. Mr. Thayer had been 
an assistant in the library for eight consecutive years of excellent service. 
In his new position as teller of a bank in West Newton, he will have the 
good wishes of the trustees and of all the members of the staff. Illness 
of considerable duration has at various times interfered with the regular 
service. EKcellent substitutes were found in Mrs. Edith C. Norton, a 
former assistant in the library before her marriage, and Miss Edith E. 
Sherman, who, although new to the work when first employed in the 
spring, has made good progress throughout the year. By special permis- 
sion of the trustees leave of absence in May and June was granted to 
Miss Brooks to attend the summer school of the State Library at Albany. 
In addition to the excellent record shown by her certificate of attendance, 
the course was especially valuable for the opportunity it afforded to con- 
fer with library workers from other parts of the country. Meetings of 
the staff have been held at occasional intervals throughout the year. 
Gratifying as has been the growth of the library from without, it has 
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brought with it an increase of labor and responsibility on the part of the 
members of the staff greater than the increase of the sala^ account with 
which to meet it. The burden has pressed most heavily upon the cata- 
loguing department and upon the local delivery service. Another trained 
cataloguer is needed, even more than last year, and a second attendant 
for all day duty in the stack. With the increase in circulatioo, as shown 
by the statistics, comes also an imperative need for more afternoon and 
evening runners in the stack. The only adequate remedy will be a sub- 
stantial increase in the annual appropriation for the salaries account. 

Full appreciation of the cordial co-operation of both trustees and 
staff, through which has been made possible the continued progress of the 
library in all its departments, is hereby acknowledged.
